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50 Years of Army Nursing

N 2 Feb., the Army Nurse Corps will 

celebrate the Golden Anniversary of 
its establishment as an integral part of 
the medical service of the Army. It is the 
oldest of all the women’s military serv- 
ice of the Army. 
It is the oldest of 
all the women’s 
military services 
and is proud of 
its fifty year rec- 
ord of achieve- 
ment. The Army 
Nurse Corps is 
proud, too, of the 
fact that Army 
nurses have been 
on hand to care 
for the men of 
the Armed 
Forces for half a 
century —in the 
years of peace 
as well as in 
wartimes—wherever and whenever they 
have been needed. 

At the outbreak of hostilities in Ko- 
rea last June, we were fortunate to have 
in the Far East a sufficient number of 
nurses so that mobile hospital units 
could be made up immediately and sent 
from Japan to support troops in forward 
areas. The first Army nurses reached 
Korea only ten days behind the first 
troops! Their care of wounded through- 
out the Korean struggle has inspired this 
tribute from the Chief Surgeon of the 
Far East Command: 

“The members of the Army Nurse 
Corps have all distinguished themselves 
by their devotion to duty, their utter dis- 
regard of working hours, and their will- 
iIngness to do anything that needs to be 
done at any time. They have displayed 
courage, stamina, and determination. 
They have completed every task with 
which they have been confronted in a 
superior manner.” 

The history of the Corps throughout its 
Career reveals this same tradition of serv- 
ice to military sick and wounded and to 
the families of military personnel. Dur- 
ing two other wars, the nurses of the 
Corps adapted themselves to the immedi- 
ate nursing needs at whatever Post they 
were stationed—regardless of their own 
Personal comfort or safety. 

In World War I, some 10,000 Army 
nurses served in England, France, Italy, 
Belgium, and in Siberia. Many were deco-

rated—three with the Distinguished Serv- 
ice Cross, 24 with the Distinguished Serv- | 


lce Medal, 28 with the Croix de Guerre, 
69 with the British Royal Cross, and two 
with the British Military Medal. 

In World War II, the Army Nurse 
Corps achieved its peak strength of 57,000

Navy Plans to Make Air Force Names 


Temp. Promotions 


The Navy Department advised Con- 
gress this week that it plans to effect 
emergency provisions of the Personnel 
Act permitting it to make temporary pro- 
motions during a national emergency. 

This authority will be applied, the Navy 
said, with respect to temporary promo- 
tions of officers to the grades of lieutenant 
commander in the Navy and major in 
the Marine Corps and the grades below. 

However, the Department wants legis- 
lation authorizing such promotions only 
upon recommendation of selection boards. 

The announcement came in a letter 
from the Department of Defense request- 
ing enactment of amendments to the pro- 
motion law for the Navy and Marine 
Corps. 

Another important provision asked by 
the Navy was that the President be given 
authority “at such time or times as he 
may deem advisable during any war or 
national emergency declared after 7 Aug. 
1947, to suspend any or all of the provi- 
sions of the Officer Personnel Act which 
relate to the distribution in grades, pro- 
motion by selection, involuntary retire- 
ment and discharge of officers of the 
naval service.” 

Although the Department in its letter 





made no mention of its intentions under | 


this provision, it is noted that it could 
be employed to stop the present drain 


readjustment programs. 


on personnel because of forced retire- | 


ments. Notably, the Navy has lost and 
will continue to lose many highly quali- 
fied and valuable flag officers because of 
the law authorizing their retirement 
after five years in grade and 35 years’ 
total service, regardless of their physical 
condition or age. 

The Department has declined to give 
any facts or figures concerning this loss, 
but it is known to be rather large. 
Another sizable group of flag officers is 
due to go out next June.

The Air Force has announced the 
names of 743 officers promoted to the 
temporary grade of full colonel, with 19 
Jan. as the effective date of advancement. 

The promotions included 26 medical, 12 
dental, two veterinary, and three medical 
service officers and four chaplains. 

The 743 promotions were made from 
among a total of approximately 2250 Reg- 
ular and non-Regular lieutenant colonels 
who were declared eligible under pre- 
viously announced criteria. 

The “best qualified” method of selec- 
tion was employed for the temporary pro- 


| motions to colonel, with the following 


officers eligible: 

a. All Air Reserve or Air National Guard 
officers currently serving on active duty in 
grade of lieutenant colonel, who hold valid 
commission as colonel in Air Reserve or Air 
National Guard. 

b. All Regular and non-Regular officers 
currently serving on active duty in grade of 
lieutenant colonel, regardless of permanent 
grade, whose date of initial appointment in 
that grade is prior to 1 July 1945 and who 
served on active duty in grade of lieutenant 
colonel or higher at least 20 months prior 
to 30 June 1947. 

ce. All Regular and non-Regular officers 
serving as lieutenant colonel who previously 
held the temporary grade of colonel but were 
later reduced, without cause, due to grade 
This does not in- 
clude officers appointed temporary colonels 
as result of terminal leave promotions.

Bill for Combat Pay 


Goes to Congress 


Congress has been asked officially by 
the Department of Defense to pass a com- 
bat pay bill providing $50 per month for 
enlisted men and $100 per month for 
officers—legislation which Secretary of 
the Army Frank Pace, jr., declares “would 
do much to recognize the effort and sac- 
rifice of the fighting ground soldier who 
actually comes to grips with the enemy.” 


Simultaneously with the release by the 
Department of Defense of a proposed bill 
and an explanatory letter—text here- 
with—Mr. Pace said that “traditionally, 
throughout our history, the Army soldier 
and the Marine have stood gallantly on 
the firing line between our nation and 
its enemies. Their courage, skill and en- 
durance have saved us in every war we 
have fought.” 

There is a likelihood that passage of the 
legislation also would result in the award 
of combat pay to certain Navy and Air 
Force personnel, in addition to enlisted 
men and officers of the Army and Marine 
Corps. The Department of Defense cited 
estimated costs of the bill, in which were 
included representative Navy and Air 
Force units. 

The combat pay bill, which would be 
retroactive to 27 June, is certain to have 
powerful support on Capitol Hill, where 
its advocates have referred to the large 
number of casualties among ground force 
troops, who also have suffered bitterly 
from the sub-zero temperatures in Korea. 


The combat pay bill has the support also 
of the Bureau of the Budget, which 
speaks for the President. 

Persons already authorized to receive 
incentive or special pay under the terms 
of the Career Compensation Act of 1949 
will not be eligible for the special pay 
which the proposal would provide. In 
this category are paratroopers, fliers, and 
submarine personnel who already receive 
extra pay for hazardous duty. 

Combat duty is defined in the proposed 
law as duty for a period of at least six 
days in any calendar month in opposition 
to a hostile force, including guerrillas, 
performed under such circumstances as 
may be prescribed in regulations by the 
service Secretaries, subject to approval 
of the Secretary of Defense. 

Servicemen killed or injured while in 
actual combat or in direct support of 
forces actually in combat would be en- 
titled to the pay regardless of the number 
of days they had served in combat duty. 

The Department of the Army initiated 
planning for the proposed legislation 
shortly after the outbreak of hostilities in 


| Korea, and was designated by the De- 
| partment of Defense as the agency re-

THE WAR IN KOREA 











ROUND operations in Korea this week 

were confined almost entirely to pa- 

trol actions on various parts of the west- 

ern and central sectors, with the United 

Nations forces taking the initiative in 
numerous minor clashes. 

The enemy was more active than usual 
in the air this week, but limited air com- 
bat to a short distance south of the Man- 
churian border at the Yalu River. In 
two brief engagements American F-84 
Thunder Jets proved more than a match 
for the Russian-built MIG-15 jet fighters. 

Several enemy planes were destroyed 
and others were damaged, while our air- 
craft emerged from these encounters al- 
most entirely unscathed. The Red pilots 
followed their usual tactics of making a 
pass or two at our armed reconnaissance 
fighters, and then breaking contact and 
fleeing to safety in Chinese territory. 

The U.S. Cruiser St. Paul and two de- 
stroyers late this week began a heavy 
bombardment on the Communist-held 
port of Inchon, near Seoul, inflicting se- 
vere damage on harbor facilities. 

The failure of the Chinese Communists 
to launch their overdue heavy offensive 
against the Eighth Army has given rise 
to restrained optimism on the part of the 
high command of the United Nations 
forces. It is felt in some quarters that 
Red losses from air and ground attacks 
and from frostbite in the extreme cold of 
North Korea may have been much great- 
er than originally estimated, and that the 
enemy may now lack the power to mount 
sustained offensive operations. 


The enemy strength is still very much 
greater than that of the United Nations 
forces, but the Allied withdrawal has so 
lengthened the Red line of communica- 
tions as to make it difficult to maintain 
on the front line an overwhelming num- 
ber of Communist troops. Furthermore, 
the great Allied superiority in artillery, 
armor and air power tends to neutralize 
the numerical advantage of the Reds. 


General Douglas MacArthur, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United Nations 
forces, visited Korea this week, and at a 
press conference expressed himself as 
pleased with the military position of his 
command. He scoffed at reports that the 
Reds would drive the Allied troops into 
the sea, His forces, he said, would main- 
tain themselves in Korea “just as long as 
the statesmen of the United Nations de- 
cide we should do so.” 

General MacArthur’s comments follow: 

“There is no special significance in my 
trip to Korea today. I am here merely on 
a routine visit to Eighth Army Headquar- 
ters. There has been a lot of loose talk 
about the Chinese driving us into the sea, 
just as in the early days there was a lot 
of nonsense about the North Koreans- 
driving us into the sea. No one is going 
to drive us into the sea. This command 
intends to maintain a military position in 
Korea just as long as the statesmen of 
the United Nations decide we should do 
so. 
“With its original mission against the 
North Korean forces so valiantly accom- 
plished in spite of bitter and punishing 
handicaps, it has been suddenly confront- 
ed with the foul and stealthy stroke of 
a new and far stronger predatory force. 
This sneak attack, far more infamous 
than was the Japanese attack upon Pearl 
Harbor, was surreptitiously launched in 
defiance of all internationally recognized 
obligations of a war declaration before 





initiating belligerency. ; 

“Under its political directives and lim- 
itations and the geographical situation 
which existed, the Command had no 
means of preventing or even seriously ob- 
structing such a sudden onslaught. Both 
in its advance to the north and subse- 
quent withdrawal by stages south, its 
tactical deployments have correctly as- 
sessed the cold realities of the military 
situation as actually developed and have 
been in meticulous accord with the direc- 
tives it was charged to implement. 

“No amount of emotional sophistry in 
the aftermath of battle can alter these 
salient facts or cloud professional judg- 
ments or decisions arrived at by com- 
manders in the field. 

“By its timely action in exposing 
through frontal attack Chinese political 
decisions and military preparations in the 
forward battle area, the Army was saved 
from severe loss or possible destruction 
and stands resolute and undefeated 
awaiting that further political decision 
which can only come from the chancel- 
lories of the world now faced with this 
entirely new and unanticipated problem. 

“Considering that the entire military 
might of Communist China is available 
against this relatively small command, 
only by maneuver may it avoid the 
hazards inherent in the great odds which 
it now faces. In this it is performing in 
a highly satisfactory manner.” 

General J. Lawton Collins, Army Chief 
of Staff, who returned late last week 
from a quick trip to Korea with General 
Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Chief of Staff of the 
Air Force, told the press on his return to 
Washington that the Allied ground forces 
in Korea occupy strong defensive posi- 
tions, particularly on the western front, 
and could punish the enemy heavily in the 
event of a renewed Red offensive. 

The general said that the area south 
and southwest of Seoul is excellent tank 
country, particularly with the ground 
frozen as it is now. He also said that we 
have heavy concentrations of artillery in 
this area, with the guns registered in on 
all possible avenues of attack. 

General Collins said there did not ap- 
pear to be any evidence of a heavy build- 
up of Red strength on the central front. 
While in Korea General Vandenberg made 
a series of personal reconnaissances of 
this sector by plane, helicopter and ground 
patrol, but failed to discover any great 
amount of enemy traffic. He noted that on 
our side of the line the traffic had worn 
through the snow to the dirt on the roads, 
giving them a black appearance, whereas 
on the enemy side the snow had been 
scarcely disturbed. Some traffic may be 
moving through the rather heavily wood- 
ed hills, but the amount is not believed 
to be great. 

Another American general officer, Maj. 
Gen. Robert H. Soule, commanding the 
3d Division and formerly military at- 
tache in China, declared flatly that “we 
can stop the Chinese on this line or any 
other line they tell us to hold.” He added 
that if ordered to do so our troops could 
go back and take Seoul. 

General Soule said that the cream of 
the Chinese army, about 500,000, had been 
committed to battle and had been hurt 
in many places. He also said that the 
Chinese are weak in maintaining supply 
lines, and few of the top commanders un- 
derstand modern warfare. He pointed out 
that they have few planes and don’t know 
how to use them as well as we do. 

In Washington Defense Secretary 
George C. Marshall told the House Armed 
Services Committee that

American troops until 1 April. The four 
divisions in Japan were well below 
strength when the Korean war began 
and were hurriedly brought up to strength 
by incorporating 30,000 South Korean 
soldiers in these units, 7,800 in the 7th 
Division alone. 

It was necessary also to strip Regular 
units in continental United States of 50 
per cent of their officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers and trained privates for 
Korea. Secretary Marshall estimated that 
it will be necessary to send 15,000 re- 
placements a month to Korea, unless the 
present lull in the fighting continues in- 
definitely. He thought a considerable 
deficit of trained personnel in Korea 
might be expected until summer. 

On the fighting fronts this week op- 
erations were characterized by a series 
of jabs by Allied troops to gain contact 
with the enemy, in an endeavor to develop 
the strength and disposition of Red forces. 
Usually our troops moved forward by day- 
light and withdrew at night to avoid the 
risk of being cut off in a hostile night 
attack. While patrols were extensive and 
aggressive there was no _ significant 
ground fighting in any part of the combat 
zone. 

United Nations patrols on the western 
front moved to a point four miles south 
of Suwon and also to six miles southeast 
of that city, without encountering the 
enemy. Later they entered the ruined 
town and seized the air field on which 
our planes resumed landing. Continuing 
northward, patrols pushed to within 13 
miles of Seoul, meeting little resistance. 

Farther east in the vicinity of Ichon 
and Yoju our patrols were active with- 
out making contact. However, east of 
Yoju a small United Nations detach- 
ment ran into about 100 of the enemy, 
which employed small arms, automatic 
weapons and mortars. After a brief fight 
our patrol broke off the engagement. 

Our troops, seeking contact with the 
enemy, moved north and east of Wonju 
and Yongwol, as well as southwest of 
Chungju and Tanyang. Wonju and Yong- 
wol changed hands several times during 
the week, and at one time our patrols 
reached a point 10 miles north of Wonju, 
the most northerly advance since the 
withdrawal from Seoul some weeks ago. 
Subsequently our patrol withdrew. 

In an area four miles northeast of 
Yongwol, a tungsten mining town and 
electrical power center, an enemy force 
was taken under Allied artillery and tank 
fire. Forty enemy soldiers dressed in 
civilian clothes were engaged by an Allied 
patrol and dispersed 13 miles southwest 
of Chungju. 

Red troops in appreciable numbers con- 
tinue to infiltrate our lines in Central and 
Northeastern Korea in an endeavor to 
join by-passed guerrillas behind our lines. 
Security detachments of Allied troops are 
seeking out and containing these pockets 
of resistance. 

For the first time in the Korean war 
the American F-84 Thunder Jet planes 
this week encountered the enemy MIG-15 
fighters and were victorious in a spec- 
tacular battle in the skies over Sinuiju, in 
northwestern Korea near the Manchur- 
ian border. Thirty-two F-84 planes of the 
27th Fighter Escort Group engaged a 
flight of from 20 to 28 MIG-15 jets. 

After a series of sharp fights at all 
levels several enemy planes were in 
flames, and none of our fighters was dam- 





aged. Carefully evaluated reports dis- | 


close that the American Thunder Jets 
destroyed three hostile planes, probably 
destroyed a fourth and damaged three. 
In another encounter three more MIGs 
of a flight of 15 were damaged near Ku- 


song by F-84s. One of our planes was 
slightly damaged in this engagement. 

This brought the score to 73 enemy jets 
destroyed, probably destroyed or dam- 
aged since 1 Nov. when the MIGs made 
their first appearance in Korea. In the 
same period five Allied planes were lost 
in air combat. 

Heretofore most of the engagements 
with the MIGs were by F-86 Sabre Jets 
which proved deadly foes of the Russian- 
built fighters. Air observers were enthusi- 
astic about the performance of the F-84 
in combat. On two other occasions this 
week the F-84s sighted formations of 
enemy jet planes which fled across the 
Manchurian border without challenging 
our planes. 

Near Kumchon five single-engine ene- 
my planes made a night attack on our 
B-26 light bombers, without effect. 

In addition to their victories in the air 
the American Thunder Jets carried out 
attacks on revetments and flak positions 
around the Sinuiju airfield. F-80 Shooting 
Stars, flying cover for B-29 Superfort- 
resses, destroyed nine gun emplacements 
and ten supply buildings at the east 
Pyongyang airfield. 

B-26 light bombers of the 452d Bom- 
bardment Wing destroyed 25 supply build- 
ings at Taptong-ni and started four large 
fires around Changdo-ni. Three Allied 
aircraft were lost to ground fire, but all 
crews were rescued. A B-26 crew forced 
to land at Suwon airfield in enemy terri- 
tory was rescued by helicopter. A T-6 con- 
trol plane, investigating an “S.O.S.” writ- 
ten in the snow near Kumchon, was shot 
down by ground fire, but the crew was 
subsequently rescued by helicopter, as 
was the crew of another helicopter that 
crashed in a rescue attempt. 

Flying from Okinawa 21 B-29 medium 
bombers dropped more than 150 tons of 
high-explosive general purpose bombs on 
two airfields at Pyongyang. In a separate 
attack one B-29 dropped 12 1000-lb. bombs 
on the southeast edge of Yonan. Results 
of these attacks were excellent. No hos- 
tile planes were encountered but some 
anti-aircraft fire was reported. 

Heavy enemy casualties resulted from 
air strikes during the week. In one at- 
tack Air Force flyers reported that an 
estimated 75 enemy troops had been 
killed or wounded. Subsequently our 
ground troops entered the area and 
counted 800 dead. In one week's time 
enemy casualties from Air Force attacks 
are estimated at 4,000. 

This estimate does not include heavy 
casualties inflicted by carrier-based Navy 
and Marine planes. Fighters from Ameri- 
can carriers attacked a Communist force 
estimated at 3,000 dug in south of Tan- 
yang. When the area was later cleared by 
ground troops it was found that 2,200 of 
the enemy had been killed in the attack 

Other Navy planes hit a concentration 
of 7,000 Red guerrillas on ridges near 
Pohang-dong. Fragmentation and napalm 
bombs were dropped on the enemy, leav- 
ing the entire area burning with intense 
heat. Casualties are believed to have been 
very heavy. ;

strafed. Buildings and supply dumps were 
hit by Corsairs and Skyraiders. 

Planes from the U. S. Carrier Lyte hit 
several small villages north of Wonju. 
crammed with Communist troops. Thes¢ 
Reds were evidently withdrawing from 
the Wonju area. 
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USAF Organization 
Bill Passes House 


After brief debate, the House this 
week passed by unanimous voice vote 
the Air Force Organization Act of 1951, 
which now goes to the Senate for final 
Capitol Hill approval before transmittal 
to the President. 

The legislation is similar to a measure 
passed last year regarding the organiza- 
tion of the Army. 

However, as was pointed out by Rep- 
resentative Paul Kilday (D-Tex) of the 
House Armed Services Committee, there 
was a basic difference in the approach 
to the two organization bills. 

The purpose in the Army organization 
bill, he related, was “to relieve the Army 
from many of the rigid controls as to 
organization and administration which 
had previously affected it.” 

With regard to the Air Force, Repre- 
sentative Kilday noted that this Service 
“has very few laws controlling it.” There- 
fore, he noted, the effort was made “to 
exercise the Constitutional obligation and 
duty of the Congress to provide legisla- 
tive authority and legislative policy as 
to the organization of the Air Force.” 

Actually, the bill will have little effect 
on current operations of the Air Force. 
Mainly, the measure spells out in law 
already existing activities, as for exam- 
ple the Air Staff. 

The Air Force organization bill will 
permit a relatively fluid structure, but 
Representative Kilday told the House that 
“it may be that as time goes on we are 
going to find it necessary to impose a 
more rigid organization upon the Air 
Force. 

“We feel that at this time, while it is in 
its formative period, it should not be too 
rigidly controlled, that experience should 
be permitted. to develop, so we will know 
just where additional organization is 
necessary.” 

As a result of not wanting to impose 
too rigid a structure, the bill specifies 
only three major commands, Air Defense, 
Strategic and Tactical, although other 
commands may be created by administra- 
tive procedures. 

The Armed Services Committee stipu- 
lated that the Air Force should have a 
Judge Advocate General with the rank of 
permanent major general, but rejected 
the proposal for a separate JAGC. The 
Air Force said it did not want such a sep- 
arate corps and this view was supported 
by the committee. 

The bill provides three major com- 
mands, Air Defense, Strategic Air and 
Tactical Air, but permits the Secretary 
of the Air Force to create other com- 
mands as necessary. 

Following is that portion of the Armed 
Services Committee’s report on the Air 
Force Organization Bill explaining the 
contents of the four titles and summar- 
izing the effects of the measure: 

The Committee on Armed Services to whom 
was referred the bill (H.R. 1726) to provide 
for the organization of the Air Force and 
the Department of the Air Force, and for 
other purposes, having considered the same, 
report favorably thereon without amendment 
and recommend that the bill do pass. 

The purpose of the proposed legislation is 
to provide a statutory basis for the internal 
organization of the Air Force and the De- 
partment of the Air Force. The present 
organization is based upon the National 
Security Act of 1947, as amended. This act 
established a Department of the Air Force 
and a United States Air Force and granted 
broad authority in general terms to the Sec- 
retary of the Air Force. 

The proposed legislation provides a more 
detailed organizational structure for the Air 
Force Establishment than is prescribed in the 
National Security Act, and at the same time 
Permits the affairs of the Establishment to 
be conducted by the Secretary with appro- 
Priate administrative flexibility. The bill 
reaffirms the authority of the Secretary of 
the Air Force to administer his Department 
and the Air Force, subject to the National 
Security Act, as amended, and the constitu- 
tional powers of the President. It establishes 
firmly the principle of civilian control. 
Further clarification of the status of subordi- 


nate elements within the Air Force is 
achieved, 

The bill contains a definition section and 
—_ titles. For the purpose of clarification, 
= meaning of the terms ‘‘United States Air 
a ., Air Force,’’ ‘‘members of the Air 

orce, “officers of the Air Force,” ‘‘air- 
men,"’ ‘‘Air Force Establishment,” and ‘‘De- 
yertment of the Air Force’ is set forth in 
he definition section. 

Title I 





Title I pertains to the Secretary of the 


Air Force and his principal civilian assist- 
ants: the Under Secretary and the two Assist- 
ant Secretaries. It makes the Secretary re- 
sponsible for all the affairs of the Air Force 
Establishment and such other activities as 
the President or Secretary of Defense may 
prescribe in accordance with law. It gives 
the Secretary authority commensurate with 
that responsibility; authorizes the delegation 
of functions, powers, and duties to his prin- 
cipal civilian assistants, and provides for the 
necessary continuity in the performance of 
the duties of the Secretary by other officials 
in the event of death, resignation, removal, 
absence, or disability. 
Title 0 

Title II pertains to the Chief of Staff and 
the Air Staff. It provides for a Chief of 
Staff to be appointed by the President, by 
and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, for a term of not to exceed 4 years. 
The Chief of Staff shall preside over the Air 
Staff, and is granted the power of super- 
vision over all members and organizations 
of the Air Force. He is required to per- 
form the duties prescribed by the National 
Security Act of 1947, as amended, and by 
other laws. In addition, the Chief of Staff 
shall perform such other military duties not 
otherwise assigned by law as the President 
may assign to him. Specific provision is made 
that the performance of the duties of the 
Chief of Staff shall be under the direction 
of the Secretary, except as otherwise pre- 
scribed by law. Further, the Chief of Staff 
is made directly responsible to the Secretary 
of the Air Force for the efficiency of the 
Air Force, its state of preparation for mili- 
tary operations, and plans therefor. The 
National Security Act of 1947 provided that 
the Chief of Staff ‘‘shall exercise command 
over the United States Air Force * * *.” 
For the purpose of emphasizing the principle 
of civilian control, it has been specifically 
provided in title II that the Chief of Staff 
shall have ‘‘supervision of all members and 
organizations of the Air Force * * *.’’ Con- 
sistent with this change, provision is made 
in title IV for amending the National Security 
Act of 1947 by deleting the word ‘‘command”’ 
and substituting in lieu thereof the word 
“‘supervision.”’ 

It should be carefully noted that the Army 
Organization Act granted to the Chief of 
Staff of the Army the authority to ‘‘have 
supervision of all members and organizations 
of the Army,’’ but did not grant command 
authority to the Army Chief of Staff. The 
Air Force Chief of Staff is thus given similar 
authority. He is basically the agent of the 
Secretary of the Air Force or the President. 
The Chief of Staff of the Air Force is, how- 
ever, given full authority to preside over the 
Air Staff, and shall ‘‘have supervision of all 
members and organizations of the Air 
Force.’’ The elimination of the ‘‘command’’ 
authority, now provided in the National 
Security Act, does not, of course, affect the 
status or prerogatives of the Chief of Staff 
as the highest-ranking officer on the active 
list of the Air Force. 

Title II provides for the positions of Vice 
Chief of Staff and not to exceed five Deputy 
Chiefs of Staff who shall be general officers 
of the Air Force detailed to those positions. 
The numerical limitation of the Deputy 
Chiefs of Staff is compatible with the present 
number of Deputy Chiefs of Staff in the Air 
Force. 

Provision is made for an Air Staff. Its 
composition, duties, and responsibilities to 
the Secretary of the Air Force, his principal 
civilian assistants, and the Chief of Staff are 
prescribed. The manner of its organization, 
the performance of duties by members there- 
of, and the title of members of the Air 
Staff are left to the administrative determina- 
tion of the Secretary of the Air Force. 

Title II further provides that, except in 
time of war or national emergency hereafter 
declared by the Congress, not more than 
2,800 officers of the Air Force may be de- 
tailed or assigned to permanent duty in 
the Department of the Air Force, although 
the numerical count may be raised by the 
President. While the adoption of the limita- 
tions contained in the proposed bill will not 
reduce the number of officers now so 
assigned, nevertheless, such _ limitations 
should have the salutary effect of keeping the 
number of officers assigned to duty in the 
Department from becoming excessive, thus 
preventing too large a concentration of offi- 
cers in Washington. 

Title II further provides that officers 
assigned to duty in the Department of the 
Air Force shall be limited to a tour of duty 
not to exceed 4 years, and that they may 
not again be assigned to duty in the De- 
partment of the Air Force for a period of 
2 years. If the Secretary of the Air Force 
makes a special finding that it is necessary 
in the public interest, he may except indi- 
vidual officers from these requirements. The 
limitation on tours of duty in the Depart- 
ment is not applicable in time of war or 
national emergency, hereafter declared by 


Congress. 
Title II 


Title III pertains to the composition and 
organization of the United States Air Force. 
It sets forth and designates those components 
or elements which constitute the Air Force 
—namely, the Regular Air Force, the Air 
Force Reserve, the Air National Guard of the 
United States, and the Air National Guard 
while in the service of the United States— 


and specifies the persons and units which 
Shall be included within such components. 
The title provides adequate statutory recog- 
nition without affecting existing law for 
those Reserve components of the Air Force 
which are referred to in the Army and Air 
Force Authorization Act of 1949: namely, 
the Air Force Reserve and the Air National 
Guard of the United States. 

For the purpose of affording appropriate 
latitude to the Secretary of the Air Force 
in administering the affairs of the Air Force 
it is provided in this title that there shall 
be no separately constituted or administered 
arms, branches, services, or corps in the Air 
Force or any of its components. Authority 
is given to the Secretary to designate quali- 
fied members to perform specified functions 
requiring specialized training and experi- 
ence, The Secretary is further empowered 
to prescribe the qualifications for such desig- 
nations in conformity with the qualifications 
specified in existing provision of law 
enumerated in this title. Also, original 
appointment made with a view to designation 
for the performance of duties in accordance 
with the foregoing authority is required to 
be in the grade prescribed in existing statutes 
enumerated in this title. Benefits of exist- 
ing laws are specifically preserved for mem- 
bers of the Air Force designated to perform 
specialized duties. Discretionary authority 
is granted to the Secretary to establish 
separate promotion lists for each category 
of specialized duties to which members of 
the Air Force are to be designated. When 
such lists are established, seniority and num- 
bers in the several grades must be prescribed 
by the Secretary in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947. 

The committee believed it desirable in pro- 
viding for the internal organization of the 
Air Force that there be created by statute 
within the Air Force three major commands. 
Accordingly, title III establishes, as major 
commands, an air defense command, a stra- 
tegic air command, and a tactical air com- 
mand. However, in time of war or national 
emergency hereafter declared by ‘the Con- 
gress, the Secretary is authorized to estab- 
lish new major commands in lieu of, or dis- 
continue or consolidate these three named 
commands. Other commands, forces, and 
organizations may be established within the 
Air Force as the Secretary of the Air Force 
may deem necessary. 

Permissive authority is conferred on the 
Secretary in title III to divide the United 
States, including its Territories and posses- 
sions, and other places where elements of 
the Air Force are stationed or operate, into 
areas for Air Force purposes. The Secretary 
is further authorized to assign officers to 
command activities, installations, and per- 
sonnel in such areas, and to prescribe the 
duties to be performed and powers to be 
exercised by such officers. 

Title III also provides for a Judge Advo- 
cate General in the Air Force, the method 
of appointment and term of office. The Judge 
Advocate General shall hold a permanent 
appointment in the Regular Air Force in the 
grade of major general. 

The Secretary of the Air Force, the Judge 
Advocate General, and officers heretofore or 
hereafter designated as judge advocates are 
vested with and are authorized to exercise 
the same powers and duties with respect 
to the administration of military justice 
within the Air Force as are vested in the 
Secretary, Judge Advocate General, and 
judge advocates of the Army, respectively. 
Since provisions of existing law in this re- 
gard are repealed in title IV, it is necessary 
to restate in this bill this authorization. The 
Judge Advocate General may perform other 
legal duties at the direction of the Secretary 
of the Air Force. 

For the purpose of clarification it should 
be emphasized that under the provisions of 
title III and title IV a Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral’s Corps similar to that established in the 
Army under existing law is not created 
within the Air Force. Any question as to 
the applicability of those portions of the 
Selective Service Act of 1948 which estab- 
lished a Judge Advocates Corps for the Army 
is resolved by specific provision in title IV 
of the proposed bill making these provisions 
inapplicable to the Air Force. However, the 
applicability of the Articles of War to the 
Air Force and the authority to administer 
military justice by proper officers of the 
Department of the Air Force are clearly 
restated in the bill. 

Title IV 

Title IV contains repeals, amendments, 
and savings provisions. It repeals many laws 
specifically saved by section 401 of the Army 
Organization Act. The proviso in section 401 
of the Army Organization Act was designed 
to prevent any possible interruption in the 
administration of the affairs of the Air Force 
Establishment. Prior to the enactment of 
the National Security Act of 1947, the 
predecessor of the Air Force was a part of 
the Army, and all statutes applying gen- 
erally to the Army applied to the Army Air 
Forces and its members. With the enact- 
ment of the National Security Act of 1947 
many of these statutes became applicable to 
the Department of the Air Force and the 
Air Force, by virtue of sections 207 and 208 
of that act. 

Title IV also repeals all other laws and 
parts of laws to the extent that they are 
| inconsistent with the provisions of this act.

Title IV specifically amends the National 
Security Act of 1947 by deleting the word 
“‘command”’ in section 208 (b) and substitut- 
ing in lieu thereof the word ‘‘supervision,”’ 
as has been previously noted. 

Another provision of title IV states that 
all laws and parts of laws not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act applicable 
to the Department of the Air Force, or its 
organizations, components, or personnel 
thereof, shall continue in effect and shall be 
construed to apply to the Department of the 
Air Force and to the corresponding successive 
organizations, components, and personnel as 
set forth in this act. Another provision 
specifies that nothing in this act shall require 
the reappointment or redesignation of any 
member of the Air Force occupying a posi- 
tion or performing a duty as now prescribed 
by law. 

Title IV also provides that except as other- 
wise expressly provided in this act, every 
power vested in and every duty imposed 
upon any office or officer, civilian or mili- 
tary, of the Department of the Air Force 
by any law, regulation or order in force 
immediately prior to the effective date of 
this act, shall continue to be applicable until 
the Secretary of the Air Force shall other- 
wise direct in accordance with the authority 
conferred upon him by this act, 

Title IV specifically provides that nothing 
contained in this act shall be construed to 
amend or repeal the provisions of law per- 
taining to the National Guard, the Air Na- 
tional Guard, or the Chief of the National 
Guard Bureau. 

Title IV also provides that nothing in the 
proposed bill shall be construed as amend- 
ing, repealing, modifying, limiting, or en- 
larging the National Security Act of 1947, 
as amended, except for the elimination of 
the ‘‘command’’ function of the Air Force 
Chief of Staff. 





Summary 

It is appropriate to summarize briefly the 
main features of the proposed measure, with 
particular emphasis upon what new provi- 
sions of law are contemplated: 

(1) The Secretary of the Air Force is made 
responsible for all of the affairs of the Air 
Force Establishment and is given authority 
commensurate with that responsibility. 

(2) The Air Staff will consist of the Chief 
of Staff, the Vice Chief of Staff, and not 
to exceed five Deputy Chiefs of Staff, and 
such other members of the Air Force and 
such civilian officers and members as the 
Secretary may prescribe. 

(3) The Chief of Staff of the Air Force 
will be appointed by the President by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate 
to serve during the pleasure of the President. 
This provision is substantially the reenact- 
ment of existing law. 

(4) The responsibilities and duties of the 
Chief of Staff are specifically prescribed. 

(5) A Vice Chief of Staff and not to exceed 
five Deputy Chiefs of Staff are authorized. 

(6) The number of officers on duty in the 
Department of the Air Force is limited to 
2,800. Officers assigned to duty in the De- 
partment of the Air Force will be limited 
to a 4year tour of duty, and may not be 
reassigned to the Department of the Air 
Force for a period of 2 years. 

(7) This bill does not provide for statutory 
corps, or services, or chiefs thereof. It does, 
however, provide for a Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral who shall hold a permanent appointment 
in the Regular Air Force in the grade of 
major general, 

(8) The bill continues the applicability of 
the Articles of War to the Air Force and 
provides for the administration of military 
justice in accordance with existing statutes. 

(9) Three major air commands, an air de- 
fense command, a strategic air command and 
a tactical air command are established. 

It is also important to call attention to 
what the proposed legislation does not do: 

(1) The bill does not modify or amend 
laws pertaining to the Air National Guard 
of the United States, the Air National Guard, 
and the Air Force Reserve. 

(2) The bill does not change existing laws 
pertaining to promotion, retirement, and pay. 

(3) The bill will not alter or modify the 
provisions of the National Security Act of 
1947, as amended, with the exception of 
striking out the word ‘‘command”’ in section 
208 (b) and substituting in iieu thereof the 
word ‘‘supervision.”’ 

(4) The bill does not involve any addi- 
tional cost to the Government. 

Conclusion 

The proposed legislation will provide a 
permanent and flexible statutory basis for 
the organization of the Air Force and the 
Department of the Air Force in broad and 
simple terms, and will place the current 
organization on a firm basis. 

The Committee on Armed Services strongly 
urges the adoption of the proposed measure 
which, for the first time, will provide a com- 
prehensive statutory basis for the Air Force.

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Recalls & Temp. Promotions 


An Army statement—text herewith— 
disclosing plans for the recall of a “lim- 
ited number” of Reserve and National 
Guard field grade officers this week fo- 
cused new attention on the continuing 
studies relating to procedures which will 
be used in forthcoming temporary promo- 
tion selections. 

Although the field grade recall program 
is expected to affect only a relatively 
small number of officers with “unique 
qualifications” to fill “key positions” mod- 
ifications in the current temporary pro- 
motion program are seen as necessary to 
maintain these advancements on as equi- 
table a plane as possible. 

Recent issues of THE JOURNAL have dis- 
cussed in detail the fundamental problems 
involved in the temporary promotion sys- 
tem, notably the issue of whether to use 
permanent or temporary dates of rank in 
consideration of Regulars and what to do 
about terminal leave ranks for Reserv- 
ists. Also it has been explained how the 
Army is giving detailed study to this 
matter, in which it also has had the ex- 
pert advice of eminent retired officers. 

It is known that hundreds of tempo- 
rary promotions are in the offing to fill 
currently available billets in the ranks 
of captain, major, lieutenant colonel and 
colonel. As a result, a policy decision on 
the method of effecting these advance- 
ments is expected shortly, to be followed 
by early consideration of officers for high- 
er temporary rank, with actual advance- 
ments forecast before Spring in some 
ranks. 

Although nothing official has yet been 
announced concerning the technique the 
Army will employ in making the early 
1951 temporary promotions, it is believed 
that some alteration to the system used 
during the latter part of last year will 
be made. 

As has been developed in numerous 
letters published in THE JOURNAL’s “Let- 
ters to the Editor” column, many Regular 
officers with permanent grades one or 
more ranks below the temporary grade 
in which they are serving have felt that 
the procedures used in selecting officers 
for temporary promotions have not been 
fair. 

On the other hand, supporters of the 
policy used last year have discussed, with 
equal conviction, the necessity of safe- 
guarding the permanent rank structure 
to insure the orderly advancement of 
officers over an entire career. 

Admittedly, proponents of each school 
agree that the problem is definitely a two- 
sided affair, with each group able to make 
a forceful presentation. 

However, the increasing rapidity of the 
Army’s buildup and now the decision to 
recall a small number of field grade offi- 
cers has put the issue into a new light. 

Army officials have emphasized repeat- 
edly that the selection program would be 
altered whenever necessary to meet new 
requirements. For this reason, it has been 
stated again and again that no rigid, ir- 
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revocable system would be adopted and 
that the aim would continue to be the 
utilization of a system which would be 
as equitable as possible to as many offi- 
cers, Regulars and non-Regulars, consist- 
ent with changing personnel factors and 
requirements. 

For example, since the time that the 
temporary promotions were initiated the 
ratio of the number of Reserve officers to 
Regulars on active duty has changed con- 
siderably, a factor certain to be taken into 
serious consideration in the formulation 
of new policies. 

The matter of terminal leave rank for 
those Reserve officers who remained on 
active duty after World War II and who 
consequently did not receive higher rank 
also is a key problem in the promotion 
picture. Certainly morale would suffer if 
officers who were elected to leave the 
Army and were given terminal leave rank 
were brought back on active duty in 
ranks higher than those with compara- 
tive service who did not receive the bene- 
fits of terminal leave advancement be- 
cause they stayed in service after the war. 

As has been explained in previous an- 
alyses published in THE JOURNAL and as 
reflected in communications received from 
the field, the problem is highly complex. 

However, despite the difficulties in- 
volved, the likelihood is that the Army’s 
comprehensive study will result in the 
announcement of a policy which will re- 
flect consideration of all varying view- 
points and which will continue to safe- 
guard morale, while at the same time pro- 
viding for the Army’s need for officers in 
higher temporary ranks. 

Meantime, the Army’s announcement 
relating to the recall of field grade officers 
is an indication of the speed with which 
the expansion program is progressing. At 
the same time, the policy to be followed 
in these recalls shows that the Army 
will be extremely careful to bring on ac- 
tive duty only those field grade officers 
for whom there is specific need. As a re- 
sult, merited promotions for those on ac- 
tive duty, both Regulars and non-Regu- 
lars, will not be jettisoned. The follow- 
ing is the complete text of the Army’s 
statement on the field grade recalls: 

“‘A limited number of majors and lieuten- 
ant colonels who are qualified for specific 
assignments, and colonels who are qualified 
for positions of unusual requirements in the 
Army will be ordered into the active military 
service from the Organized Reserve Corps 
and the National Guard in the near future, 
the Department of the Army announced. 

“Selection of the Field grade officers will 
be based on the recommendations of the heads 
of the agencies concerned. Those selected 
will be used for filling key positions in the 
Department of the Army, Army Field Forces, 
and Army headquarters, major activities of 
the Technical and Administrative services, 
and staffs and faculties of schools where no 
qualified personnel is available from other 
sources and where the manifest requirements 
of the service make such action necessary. 

“The Army emphasized that selection will 
include only those officers who by their pro- 
fessional or military service have unique 
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qualifications for the duties to which they are 
assigned. In view of the limited nature of the 
program, no specific quota was set on the 
number of officers who will be affected. In 
making the announcement, the Department 
of the Army pointed out that approximately 
200 carefully selected Organized Reserve 
Corps field grade officers have been ordered 
to active military service in the past six 
months as scarce critical specialists. The new 
program is an extension of this policy, the 
Army said. 

“Selection of the officers recommended for 
active military service by the agency filling 
the key position will be made by a board of 
general officers in the Department of the 
Army. 

“‘Preference will be given to those who con- 
sent to be ordered to active duty, those who 
have served on active duty for at least six 
months in the grade now held, and those who 
are members of Table of Distribution Aug- 
mentation units or individuals holding mobil- 
ization designations of the activity concerned. 
Only those qualified National Guard officers 
who volunteer for active duty and who ob- 
tain approval of The Adjutant General of the 
State will be selected. 

“The Army said that not more than one- 
third of the officers recommended to the gen- 
eral officers’ board will be above the grade of 
major, and that the selection of colonels at 
this time will be only for the most pressing 
requirements. Those recommended must be 
within the following maximum and minimum 
ages:

Extend Overseas Tours 

Foreign service tours for Army per- 
sonnel in all overseas commands except 
the Far East Command have again been 
extended for six months, the Department 
of the Army announced on 23 Jan. 

Last summer, announcement was made 
that all foreign service tours, except those 
of personnel in the Far East Command, 
had been extended for six months, effec- 
tive 31 Aug. 1950. The extension recently 
announced is effective 1 March and ex- 
tends such tours of duty an additional 
six months. 

The policy in the Far East Command of 
extending foreign service tours as may 
be necessary, also announced last sum- 
mer, will be continued. Certain personnel 
assigned to military missions are not af- 
fected by this action. 

Extension of foreign service tours is 
necessary in order to reduce the turn- 
over of trained personnel in units. 

Cases of undue hardship resulting from 
this policy will continue to be given con- 
sideration at the Department of the Army 
level. 





Transfer Three Gens. 

Maj. Gen. Kenneth D. Nichols, USA, 
Chief of the Armed Forces Special Weap- 
ons Project, has been assigned Deputy 
Director of the Office of Guided Missiles 
in the Office of the Secretary of Defense. 

Maj. Gen. Robert M. Montague, USA, 
Commanding General of Sandia Base, 
N. M., will leave the United States in Feb- 
ruary for an assignment in the European 
Command. 

Brig. Gen. Herbert B. Loper, Assistant 
Deputy Assistant Chief of Staff, G-4, for 
Atomic Energy, has been assigned as 
Chief of the Armed Forces Special Weap- 
ons Project, Washington, D. C.

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Navy Promotions 
(Continued from First Page) 


ment’s letter to Congres and its section 
by section analysis of its proposed bill: 

“‘During World War II the statutory pro 
visions governing permanent promotion and 
in voluntary retirement or discharge of offi- 
cers of the naval service were suspended. 
This step was in recognition of the fact 
that these peacetime provisions could not be 
applied to the same extent under war condi- 
tions. Present law requires the discharge 
of regular lieutenants and lieutenants (jg) 
twice failed of selection and restricts the 
employment of reserve officers in the ranks 
needed because of grade limitations. It is 
essential that the President be authorized 
during a national emergency or war to 
suspend these and such other provisions of 
the Act as the needs of the service require. 
Similar authority exists in title V of the 
Officer Personne! Act for the Army and Air 
Force. 

“Present law authorizes appointment of 
temporary officers and employment of tempo- 
rary and reserve officers only on a temporary 
basis. It appears, however, that they may 
be employed on active duty for years to 
come. Permanent authority for their em- 
ployment is therefore essential. The pres- 
ent restriction would be removed by elimi- 
nating the terminable features of Title III 
of the Officer Personnel Act. 


“Under the present provisions of Title III 
of the Officers Personnel Act, the Secretary 
of the Navy may make computations to estab- 
lish the allowances of officers in the various 
grades but once annually, that is, on 1 Jan. 
of each year. This restriction makes it im- 
possible to adjust grade allowances during 
periods of immediate expansion such as re- 
sulted from the Korean incident. Present 
world conditions will undoubtedly affect the 
size of the Navy in the foreseeable future, 
and greater flexibility is required to handle 
efficiently officer programs during such pe- 
riods of fluctuation. Authority to establish 
grade allowances at times when needed is 
therefore essential. 

“The authority contained in the Act of 
July 24, 1941, to effect temporary promo- 
tions may be exercised during a national 
emergency or war. The Navy Department 
intends to implement that authority, under 
Presidential regulations, with respect to 
temporary promotion of officers to grades 
of lieutenant commander or major and be- 
low. In order to insure fair treatment of 
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officers and to avoid discrimination or in- 
equitable treatment at a time when thou- 
sands of reserve officers are being recalled, 
it is essential that the law authorize tempo- 
rary promotions only upon recommendation 
of selection boards. The proposed amend- 
ment to this Act would guarantee equal 
opportunity to all and would prohibit special 
benefits for special interest groups. It is con- 
sidered that such a guarantee to the service 
would contribute much to the morale and 
efficiency of the officers effected.’’ 


Sectional Analysis 


“Section 1 amends the following provisions 
of the Officer Personnel Act of 1947, as 
amended: 

“Subsection (a) amends the last sentence 
of sections 116 and 214 so as to provide that, 
except when suspended in time of war or 
national emergency, the provisions of titles 
I and II, other than those specified in the 
first sentence of those sections which are now 
in effect, shall only be effective during any 
period in which title III of the Act is not 
in effect. The amendments to those sections 
will bring them in consonance with the pro- 
posed amendment to section 301 of title III. 

“‘Subsection (b) amends section 301 so as 
to provide that the authority granted in title 
III and all provisions thereof shall be effec- 
tive during any period when the total num- 
ber of line officers serving on active duty, 
that is regular, temporary and reserve offi- 
cers, exceeds the number of line officers 
holding permanent appointments in the 
grade of ensign and above on the active list 
of the regular Navy: and to provide that the 
President may, during any period that he 
determines the needs of the service so re- 
quire, suspend the operation of any or all 
of the provisions of title III relating to offi- 
cers serving in the grades of lieutenant (jg) 
and lieutenant. 

“Under the present provisions of section 
301, the temporary features of the Officer 
Personnel Act which relate to officers of 
the naval service, would be terminated when 
the number of officers holding permanent 
appointments on the active list of the line 
of the regular Navy is equal to 95 per centum 
of the number of such officers authorized by 
law or on Jan, 1, 1957, whichever occurs 
the earlier. At present there is no authority 
for the suspension of any of the provisions 
of title III. 

“‘Subsection (c) amends subsection (g) of 
section 303 by adding a new proviso at the 
end thereof which would permit the author- 
ized number of officers in any grade to be 
temporarily exceeded, until the next compu- 
tation authorized by that subsection is made, 
by the number of reserve officers ordered to 
active duty in any such grade. 

“Subsection (d) amends subsections (g) 
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and (h) of section 303 by deleting where 
they appear in those subsections the words 
‘as of Jan. 1 of each year’ and substituting 
therefor the words ‘at such times that the 
needs of the service require but not less 
than once annually.” This change would 
eliminate the requirement for single annual 
computations as of Jan. 1 of each year to 
establish authorized numbers in grades and 
in lieu thereof would authorize the Secretary 
of the Navy to make these computations at 
such times as the needs of the service require 
but not less than once annually. This change 
would make possible the adjustment of grade 
—- in periods of immediate expan- 
sion. 

“Subsection (e) amends subsection (a) of 
section 304 by adding thereto a proviso 
which would authorize the President, during 
any period that he determines the needs of 
the service so require, to suspend the opera- 
tion of that subsection. This subsection pro- 
vides that no additional temporary appoint- 
ments in the naval service may be made 
persuant to the Act of July 24, 1941, as 
amended, after Aug. 7, 1947, the effective 
date of the Officer Personnel Act, except in 
the event of a future war or national emer- 
gency. 

“Subsection (f) amends section 426 by add- 


ing a new subsection thereto which would. 


authorize the President, at such time or 
times as he may deem advisable during any 
war or national emergency declared after 
Aug. 7, 1947, to suspend any or all of the 
provisions of the Officer Personnel Act 
which relate to the distribution in grades, 
promotion by selection, involuntary retire- 
ment and discharge of officers of the naval 
service. Such suspension would not be au- 
thorized beyond June 30th of the fiscal year 
following that in which such war or national 
emergency was terminated. 

“Section 2 amends section 5 of the Act of 
July 24, 1941 (55 Stat. 603), as amended, by 
adding a proviso to that section which would 
require that all officers temporarily promoted 
under that Act to grades above lieutenant 
(jg) in the Navy and first lieutenant in the 
Marine Corps shall be so promoted only upon 
the recommendation of a board of officers 
convened for that purpose. This amendment 
would assure equality of opportunity for 
promotion to all officers."’ 





Expand Marine Corps 


Legislation which would require that 
the Marine Corps be maintained at “not 
less than 400,000” officers and men and 
that the Marine Corps Commandant be 
made a member of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff was introduced in Congress this 
week. 

Meantime, Chairman Cari Vinson (D- 
Ga) of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee said he would press for passage 
of a bill which would expand the Ma- 
rine Corps from its present two divisions 
to a strength of four divisions. 

Explaining his reasons for introducing 
the Marine Corps legislation this week, 
Senator Paul Douglas (D-Ill), a World 
War II lieutenant colonel in the Marine 
Corps, said it is necessary to fix a definite, 
minimum strength for the Corps. 

With regard to the representation on 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, which the De- 
partment of Defense opposed last year 
when a similar bill was introduced by 
Chairman Vinson following the hearings 
on “Unification and Strategy” which 
grew out of the B-36 controversy between 
the Navy and the Air Force, Senator 
Douglas said action is required to “pre- 
vent the Joint Chiefs of Staff from stran- 
gling it (the Marine Corps) to death.” 

The Douglas bill, in which he was 
joined by 29 other Senators acting as 
co-sponsors, declares that in addition to 
the four divisions the Marine Corps 
should have four full-strength aviation 
wings and “such other land combat, avi- 
ation and other services” as are required 
to sustain them. 

Present strength of the Marine Corps 
has been placed at about 170,000 officers 
and men.

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Fifty Marines Promoted 


Four Marine officers were promoted 
this week to the rank of major general, 
eight to brigadier general and 38 to the 
rank of colonel. 

The new two-star officers are Major 
Generals Gerald C. Thomas, Command- 
ing General of the Landing Force Devel- 
opment Center, Quantico, Va.; Henry D. 
Linscott, Office of the Chief of Naval 
Operations; Edward A. Craig, Assistant 
Division Commander of the 1st Marine 
Division in Korea; and Christian F. 
Schilt, Chief of Staff, Fleet Marine Force, 
Atlantic, Norfolk, Va. 

Officers promoted to Brigadier General 
are James H. Strother, Depot of Supplies, 
San Francisco; James P. Riseley, Pro- 
fessor of Naval Science, Princeton Uni- 
versity; Gregon A. Williams, Chief of 
Staff, 1st Marine Division; Frank H. 
Lamson-Scribner, Assistant Director, Di- 
vision of Aviation, Marine Corps Head- 
quarters; William J. Scheyer, Assistant 
Director of Personnel, HQMC; Albert D. 
Cooley, Director of the Junior School, 
Marine Corps Education Center, Quan- 
tico; Lewis B. Puller, Commanding the 
1st Marine Regiment in Korea; and Rob- 
ert O. Bare, Chief of Staff, Marine Corps 
Education Center, Quantico. 

The 38 new colonels were selected for 
promotion last February but were not 
promoted until this week due to lack of 
vacancies. Forty-four officers selected at 
the same time for promotion to lieutenant 
colonel were also promoted this week, 
as were 47 new majors. Awaiting promo- 
tion are 90 lieutenant colonels and 221 
majors selected last fall for higher grade. 
As reported in THE JOURNAL last week, 
nominations for the latter group were 
submitted to the Senate on 16 Jan. 

General Thomas entered the Marine Corps 
in 1917 as an enlisted man, was commis- 
sioned in France a year later, and won the 
Silver Star serving with the Sixth Marines, 
AEF. During World War II, he was Opera- 
tions Officer and Chief of Staff of the 1st 
Marine Division at Guadalcanal, and Chief 
of Staff of the 1st Marine Amphibious Corps 
at Bougainville. He subsequently served as 
Director, Division of Plans and Policies, and 
as C.G. of the Fleet Marine Force, Western 
Pacific. 

General Linscott entered the Marine Corps 
in 1917 as a second lieutenant, and also 
served in France in World War I. During 
the Second World War he was Assistant Chief 
of Staff to the Commander, Amphibious 
Force, South Pacific, and to the Commander, 
Third Amphibious Force, serving in the Solo- 
mon Islands Area from Guadalcanal through 
Bougainville and Green Islands. Following 
the end of the war he served as Commanding 
General, Marine Garrison Forces, Pacific, and 
as Chief of Staff, Marine Barracks, Camp 
Lejeune, N. C. 

General Schilt, holder of the Medal of 
Honor, also entered the Marine Corps in 1917, 
as an enlisted man, and served with the first 
organized air unit to leave the United States 
during that war. He later received flight 
training and was commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant in the Marine Corps Reserve in 1919, 
after being designated a Naval Aviator. He 
received the Medal of Honor for heroism dur- 
ing an engagement in Nicaragua in 1928. Dur- 
ing World War II, General Schilt served in 
the Pacific as Commanding Officer, Marine 
Aircraft Group Eleven, and later as C.G. of 
the Air Defense Command, Ryukyu Islands, 
and commander of the Second Marine Air- 
craft Wing, Okinawa. 

General Craig reported for duty as a second 
lieutenant in the Marine Corps in 1917. Dur- 
ing World War II he commanded the famed 
Ninth Marine Regiment, participating inland- 
ings at Bougainville, and the invasion and 
subsequent recapture of Guam. Later he 
fought in the Iwo Jima campaign as Opera- 
tions Officer of the Fifth Amphibious Corps. 
In 1947 he was assigned as C.G. of the First 
Provisional Marine Brigade, FMF, Guam, 
and in 1949 became Assistant Division Com- 
mander of the 1st Marine Division. With the 
reactivation of the First Provisional Marine 
Brigade last July, General Craig was named 
Commanding General and sailed for duty in 
Korea where he is currently leading Marine 
forces.

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ANG Recall Policy 


Redelegation of authority to permit 
more immediate use of the Air National 
Guard to augment the regular defense 
forces of the U. S. Air Force, during an 
emergency, is announced by Secretary of 
the Air Force, Thomas K. Finletter. It will 
affect all Air National Guard units not on 
active duty with the USAF. 

Under the new procedures, authority 
for ordering any units of the Air National 
Guard into active military service, when 
an enemy air attack is imminent and 
when time prohibits normal chain-of-com- 
mand implementation of such an order, 
has been delegated, through the USAF 
Chief of Staff, to the Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Air Defense Command who 
may redelegate this authority to the 
Commanding Generals of the Air Defense 
Forces. 





Originally, authority to order guard 


units into the active military service was 
held by the President of the United States. 
In July, 1950, this authority was dele- 
gated to the Secretary of Defense, who 
delegated it to the Secretary of the Air 
Force with provision that advance notice 
of proposed orders to guard units be given 
to the Secretary of Defense. 

The new redelegation eliminates the 
requirement for the Secretary of Defense 
to be notified in advance in case of an 
emergency need for utilization of guard 
units in an air defense role. However, it 
is necessary that commanders of the Air 
Defense Forces exercising this authority 
notify USAF Headquarters promptly of 
their actions. 

This redelegation will insure that neces- 
sary legal prerequisites are met should it 
become necessary to quickly summon 
guard units into active service in an air 
defense role. 


Five of the nation’s 27 Air Guard wings 
were ordered into service last fall; five 
additional are scheduled to enter active 
service on 1 Feb., and 12 more will enter 
active service within the next three to 
four months. 
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Duty for AF Pass-Overs 


Air Force officials have given out addi- 
tional details concerning the assignment 
of twice deferred officers who elect to re- 
main on active duty in non-Regular sta- 
tus and who are permitted to continue 
their military careers during the current 
emergency. 

Last week’s issue of THE JOURNAL re- 
ported the procedures which the Air 
Force will utilize to permit the retention 
of certain of these officers. 

This week, the Air Force said that 
three alternatives will be provided for 
the assignment of twice-deferred officers 
presently stationed within the United 
States, as follows: 

1. The officer may be kept in his pres- 
ent command if he desires retention 
within that command and provided the 
command desires his services. 

2. If the officer desires transfer to an- 
other command, a request for reassign- 
ment may be submitted by the officer 
through channels to Headquarters, 
USAF, Attention: AFPMP-1. 

3. If the command concerned does not 
desire the services of the officer, a re- 
quest for reassignment will be forwarded 
to Headquarters. 

With regard to an officer currently on 
duty overseas, the Air Force said that 
this person will be kept within the over- 
seas theater until he is rotated to the 
Zone of Interior. In the overseas theater, 
he may be reassigned as the command 
desires. 


Air Officer Honored 

Capt. Peter R. Ferryman, Assistant 
Director of Operations and Training, 5th 
Air Rescue Squadron, Lowry AFB, Colo., 
has been accepted as a member of the 
American Society of Photogrammetry. 
He recently served as a consultant in 
evaluating the helicopter as a method of 
insuring adequate ground control for 
precision air map construction. 

While serving as a B-25 pilot in the 
European Theatre during World War II, 
he was awarded the Distinguished Flying 
Cross and the Air Medal with seven Oak 
Leaf Clusters, for aerial action against 
the enemy. 

Captain Ferryman’s appointment to 
the American Society of Photogrammetry 
is unusual in that the society is gen- 
erally restricted to graduate engineers 
who are connected with some phase of 
aerial-photomap construction.

Temporary Promotions 

Air Force officials said this week that 
a board to consider officers for temporary 
advancement to the rank of colonel is 
now in session at the Pentagon. 

Today’s issue of the JOURNAL carries 
the names of 743 officers named for tem- 
porary promotion to colonel and next 
month major commands are scheduled 
to announce the selections for temporary 
promotions to major. 

Meantime, as the JOURNAL went to 
press, Air Force officials had yet to make 
an official statement regarding the pro- 
cedure to be used in giving promotions 
to those Regular officers selected for 
permanent promotions to major and lieu- 
tenant colonel, who as a result were not 
considered for the temporary advance- 
ments. 

The likelihood is that the officers will 
be given their permanent promotions at 
an earlier date than was originally fore- 
cast, most likely either before or simul- 
taneously with the date the temporary 
promotions are effected. 

However, if this course should not be 
followed, then the Air Force might de- 
cide to give temporary promotions to 
those officers who otherwise would have 
been eligible for selection under previ- 
ously announced criteria. 


Five Generals at ATC 

Headquarters of Air Training Com- 
mand at Scott Air Force Base, IIl., added 
its fifth general officer to the staff last 
week with the arrival there of Brig. Gen. 
Charles F. Born. 

General Born, reporting from Head- 
quarters of the Air Force in Europe, 
will, effective this month, be Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Operations, ATC, the 
same job he held with Air Force Head- 
quarters of Europe. 

As ATRC Headquarter’s fifth general, 
General Born joins Major Generals Rob- 
ert W. Harper, commanding general; 
Robert W. Burns, vice commander; War- 
ren R. Carter, deputy commander, flying 
and Charles C. Chauncey, deputy com- 
mander, technical. 











AF Disability Retirement 


The Secretary of the Air Force has an- 
nounced a change in the policy of estab- 
lishing line of duty status in cases of 
non-Regular officers and warrant officers 
when determining entitlement to dis- 
ability retirement under the retirement 
laws in effect prior to enactment of the 
Career Compensation Act of 1949. 

The only categories of persons who will 
be benefited by the policy change are 
those commissioned officers, warrant offi- 
cers and flight officers who appeared be- 
fore retiring boards, and who were found 
by such retiring boards to be permanent- 
ly incapacitated for service by reason of 
a disability which was the result of an 
incident of service, and who were sep- 
arated for physical disability prior to 1 
Oct. 1949, but who were denied retire- 
ment benefits as officers solely because 
their disabilities were determined to be 
the result of enlisted service. 

Fewer than 1,000 individuals are affect- 
ed, the Air Force said. Individuals in 
this category should submit a request to 
the Director of Military Personnel, Head- 
quarters, USAF, for consideration. The 
determination as to whether an indi- 
vidual will be entitled to disability re- 
tirement benefits under the liberalized 
policy will be made by the Disability Re- 
view Board under the authority con- 
tained in Section 302 of the Servicemen’s 
Readjustment Act of 1944. 





Letter to Gen. O’ Donnell 


General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, USAF, 
Chief of Staff, following a conference in 
Washington, D. C., with Maj. Gen. Em- 
mett O’Donnell, USAF, has ordered the 
former commander of the Far East 
Bomber Command to return to his pre 
Korea post as Commanding General of 
the 15th Air Force at March AFB, Calif. 

Upon his return to the United States 
last week from Korea, General O’Donnell 
was quoted in press dispatches as having 
discussed the use of the atomic bomb 
against the Chinese Communists. 

In his letter, General Vandenberg em- 
phasized that “Air Force personnel must 
use care in public remarks so that they 
will not be subject to misinterpretation,” 
and told General O’Donnell of his hope 
that “your able leadership which showed 
up so excellently in Korea will stand the 
country in good stead in your return to 
active command of the Fifteenth Air 
Force.” 

Following is the complete text of Gen- 
eral Vandenberg’s letter, dated 23 Jan.: 
‘‘Dear General O’ Donnell: 

‘‘The published reports quoting you as urg- 
ing the immediate use of the atom bomb on 
Communist China caused considerable con- 
cern to the Air Force. After personal investi- 
gation I am now confident that your remarks 
did not urge that course of action. Because 
of my very high regard for your record and 
value to the Air Force, I am very pleased that 
this is so. 

“T feel certain you realize that Air Force 
personnel must use care in public remarks 
so that they will not be subject to misinter- 
pretation. 

“I trust that your able leadership which 
showed up so excellently in Korea will stand 
the country in good stead in your return to 
active command of the Fifteenth Air Force, 
a move which I directed at the urgent re 
quest of General LeMay. Your resumption of 
this command is based upon recognition of 
the high importance of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand in the presently expanding Air Force.

Combat Pay. The long-awaited Combat Pay bill has at last been submitted to 
Congress by the Department of Defense. Its provisions of extra pay for hazardous 
duty in conflict with the enemy are to be made retroactive to 27 June 1950, the 
beginning of the outbreak in Korea. This is the only fair way it could be handled. 
One wonders, however, why the Department’s draft applies the principle only to the 
war in Korea. If the reasoning behind the measure is sound and the application 
fair why should it not be enacted into permanent law? The Department reports that 
studies to this end are being continued. This seems to be a strange procedure. It 
involves getting two bills through the two Committees and the two Houses of Con- 
gress in order to establish one end. Would it not be infinitely better to make the 
legislation permanent and then, if experience and later studies reveal the need, to 
propose corrective amendments? There is always the possibility that if the bill passes 
and the world situation Should clear up, a law limited to Korea would be ineffective 
and Congress would not then be interested in enacting broad permanent legislation. 
Members of Congress have shown sympathetic interest in the subject and we look 
for prompt action on the measure, with the possibility that they may remove the 
restriction limiting it to Korea. 


Loss of Flag Officers. Speedy action by both Congress and the Navy Department 
will be required to put a stop to the continuous loss of experienced, qualified, and 
physically capable flag officers. Last June, Congress, at the request of the Navy 
Department, enacted a law setting up automatic retirement of rear admirals of the 
Navy and brigadier and major generals of the Marine Corps after they have served 
five years in grade and completed a total of 35 years’ service—with slight variations 
for staff officers. The Navy declines to reveal how many have been retired under this 
act, but it is known throughout the Service that appreciable numbers have been 
lost by that method. In June some of the Service’s outstanding experts in highly 
specialized and important positions are due to be sacrificed to this method of forcing 
faster promotion. The Navy has submitted legislation to Congress designed primarily 
to prevent the loss by discharge of regular lieutenants and lieutenants (jg) who have 
twice failed of promotion. However, the proposed draft of legislation contains a 
provision which would authorize the President to suspend during war or a national 
emergency the operation of many provisions of the promotion act, including those 
for involuntary retirement. Although the Navy makes no mention of it in its covering 
letter, it is to be hoped that this provision, when enacted into law, will be promptly 
invoked to stop the present drain on its top group of experienced personnel. With 
the expansion program under way and trained manpower so short, such forced 
retirements ean hardly be justified. 


The Armed Forces and the Press. Tomorrow, Sunday, 28 Jan., at 3 p.m., the Sec- 
retary of Defense, General of the Army George C. Marshall, will address the employees 
of The Washington Post and its radio station, WTOP, at the dedication of their mag- 
nificent new building at 1515 L street northwest. That the Secretary of Defense 
should unite in such a celebration with one of the leading newspapers of the country is 
particularly fitting. The importance of the press to the national security is incalculable. 
Newspapers interpret military needs and actions to the citizenry and likewise serve 
to keep the military and civilian leaders aware of the temper of the public respecting 
military policies and appropriations. In carrying on their functions newspapers have 
another great responsibility in the safeguarding of information that might be of aid to 
the enemy. The record of World War II in voluntary censorship attests to the 
patriotic manner in which this duty was discharged. The Washington Post, in its old 
and respected position in the Nation’s Capital, has long been a bulwark for the 
Armed Forces. In the years between the World Wars it fought the rising tide of 
pacifism and stood for the preservation and upbuilding of ready forces of National 
Defense. Throughout World War II, though many members of its staff were in the 
Armed Services, it presented faithful and accurate accounts of our forces everywhere. 
Without foregoing its right to criticize where it felt criticism was warranted, it has 
supported and interpreted the post-war struggle to put the nation in a proper posture 
of defense. Today, as in the past, The Post maintains a close relationship to the 
Armed Services. The famous “Washington Post March” was written by the dis- 
tinguished leader of the U. S. Marine Corps Band, John Philip Sousa, in honor of this 
newspaper. The Services salute it upon this new milestone in its history. 


Security and individual Rights. The President's selection of Fleet Admiral Chester 
W. Nimitz to head the new Commission on Internal Security and Individual Rights 
should meet with the hearty approval of the country. To both phases of this important 
inquiry he brings unusual talent and experience. His position at Pearl Harbor, 
where the question of internal security was of utmost importance, was tactfully 
and efficiently handled. His work with the United Nations, as well as all of his con- 
tacts with civilian leaders, has demonstrated his appreciation and understanding 
of the rights and liberties of the individual. Furthermore, in all activities of his long 
and distinguished career Admiral Nimitz has displayed to a high degree that quiet, 
yet highly effective, leadership that channels divergent viewpoints into cooperative 
action. 





Regular Army Promotion List 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

During the past two years you have de- 
voted much space to suggestions for the 
correction of existing differences in tem- 
porary rank of Regular Army Officers due 
to the wartime necessity of promoting 
those officers most readily available. 

With recent temporary promotions for 
Regulars being based on Promotion List 
standing this problem was well. on the 
way to being solved. However, on 30 Dec. 
1950 you published a list of Regular and 
Reserve Officers promoted to the tempo- 
rary rank of Lieutenant Colonel. A care- 
ful study of this list shows about 50 per 
cent “passover” of Regulars in the so- 
called “zone of consideration.” Indica- 
tions are that these promotions were 
based upon temporary date of rank for 
Regular as well as Reserve Officers. 

If the promotion policy was changed, 
why wasn’t the information made avail- 
able? If not, why the flagrant disregard 
of Promotion List standings? Temporary 
promotions based on the permanent date 
of rank seemed fair and acceptable to 
most officers. 

To those of us who were passed over 
without apparent reason under former 
promotion policies for 1950, the question 
is, “What is our standing now that offi- 
cers hundreds of files below us on the Pro- 
motion List have been given temporary 
promotions to still a higher rank?”

At present there are a considerable 
number of Non-Regular Officers on active 
duty who have completed over 30 years’ 
active duty but who can not be retired 
in their present grades, due to the fact 
that they are less than 60 years of age 
and can not qualify for disability retire- 
ment. 

The following example illustrates the 
situation in question.

lar Army. 

3. Be retired as a Warrant Officer, Regular 


Army. 

4. Be advanced on the retired list to the 
grade of Lieutenant Colonel, AUS and 
receive retirement pay as such. 

It is believed that the retirement laws 
should be liberalized so as to allow this 
officer (and other officers who are in a 
similar predicament) to retire in his pres- 
ent grade and receive retired pay for that 
grade without waiting until he attains 
the stutory age or until his physical 
and mental condition deteriorates to the 
point where disability retirement be- 
comes mandatory.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—Red China, with the connivance of Russia, this week began 
a series of diabolically clever moves, obviously designed to separate the United States 
from its European and Asiatic associates. By altering slightly its conditions for 
ending the conflict in Korea the Peiping regime has apparently achieved some initial 
success in dividing the non-Communist states. The changes proposed by the Com- 
munists are only in form, not in substance. 


Nevertheless, the Asiatic countries, except the Philippines, supported by Western 
European powers, seem inclined to go far toward appeasing Red aggression, in the 
desperate hope that in so doing they can avert an immediate general war. 


In a so-called clarifying note in response to several questions from the govern- 
ment of India with respect to the arrogant Peiping note of last week the Chinese 
Communists this week outlined certain conditions, which certainly cannot be termed 
concessions. The new note said that a cease-fire for a limited period could be agreed 
upon at the first meeting of the proposed seven-power conference. The previous note 
had indicated that hostilities would continue during negotiations. 


However, the new communication, which was sent to England and not to the 
United Nations, reiterated that all conditions for concluding the war in Korea and 
establishing peace in East Asia must be discussed in connection with steps for with- 
drawal of all foreign troops from Korea, measures for the settlement of Korean affairs 
by the people of that country, withdrawal of American armed forces from Formosa and 
the Formosan Straits, in accordance with the Cairo and Potsdam declarations, recog- 
nizing Formosa as Chinese territory, and settlement of other unspecified Far Eastern 
problems. 

Finally, and of paramount importance, Peiping said that the definite “affirmation 
of the legitimate status of the Peoples’ Republic of China in the United Nations 
must be assured.” In view of the unequivocal stand of the United States there appears 
little possibility of our country’s acceptance of this final condition. 


Subsequently India reported that Red China might accept a new proposal of the 
Arab and Asiatic nations for an “exploratory” conference, possibly in India. The Indian 
delegate implied that the current lull in the Korean fighting was not without 
significance. 

The first serious political defeat of the United States in the United Nations 
over the Chinese question occurred on Monday, when the Political Committee by a 
vote of 27 to 23 postponed consideration of the American resolution branding Red 
China as an aggressor in Korea and referring the matter to a committee to consider 
further action. The United States in opposing any delay was supported only by the 
Latin-American countries, Turkey, Greece and the Philippines. Canada, Britain, 
France, and the Scandinavian countries were among those voting for a delay. 

In vain American Ambassador Warren R. Austin denounced the latest Red 
maneuver as a “transparent attempt to divide the free world.” He strongly opposed 
any further delay while “our sons will be shedding blood on the field of battle.” 


The United States Senate was quick to lend its support to the American dele- 
gation at Lake Success. It unanimously passed two resolutions introduced by Senator 
John L. McClellan (D-Ark.), one calling on the United Nations to denounce the 
Communist aggression in Korea, and the other opposing the seating of Red China in 
the United Nations. On a rollcall the second resolution was adopted by a vote of 92 
to 0. Previously the House had passed a measure denouncing aggressien in Korea. 
Senator McClellan introduced a third resolution calling for international imposition 
of sanctions against Communist China, which was referred to the Foreign Relations 
Committee. 

At the same time Prime Minister Clement Attlee was cheered in the British 
House of Commons when he counseled caution. He admonished the United Nations 
not to take new and important decisions on Korea at this stage. He said his gov- 
ernment did not believe the time had come to consider further measures, since “to 
do so implies that we have abandoned hope of reaching a peaceful settlement.” 
Subsequently Mr. Attlee indicated his willingness to’censure Red China, not as an 
aggressor, but for intervention in support of aggression, which appears to be a some- 
what vague excursion into semantics. Apparently Mr. Attlee likewise opposes any 
intimation of the possible use of sanctions against the Peiping regime. 

Later Conservative Leader Winston Churchill warned his country not to fall into 
“any serious division in the United Nations, brought about by maneuvers which are 
obviously in the interest of Soviet Russia.” Mr. Churchill asked the government “to 
bear in mind constantly the grave dangers which will fall upon us all should any 
serious divergency occur between our policy and that of the United States.” 

The test vote in the United States Senate this week on the right of the President 
to send troops abroad, without prior authorization of Congress, failed to materialize. 
Senator Kenneth S. Wherry (R-Neb.), minority leader, was author of a measure 
which would prohibit the President from sending additional troops to Europe until 
the Congress had determined the policy. Considerable opposition developed and Mr. 
Wherry agreed that it be referred for joint action by the Foreign Relations and 
Armed Services Committees. 

There is general agreement that action on this resolution and related measures 
will be deferred until General of the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower, who is to command 
the international force, due to return today from Europe, reports to the President 
and to the Congress. General Eisenhower has completed his circuit of European 
capitals of Atlantic Pact nations, has visited Iceland and was scheduled to stop in 
Canada on his way home. 

While the general has spoken only in general terms of the success of his con- 
ferences with foreigr diplomatic and military leaders, he has indicated that he 
considers the progress toward tangible collective defense to be excellent. An apparent 
exception was The Netherlands, where General Eisenhower was reported to be 
displeased with the results achieved. His views on the Netherlands armed forces are 
said to have been communicated to the American ambassador at The Hague, and 
presumably transmitted to the Dutch government. 

Soon thereafter the Dutch cabinet resigned, following the dismissal of the Chief 
of Staff, General Hans J. Kruis. The Chief of Staff is said to have urged a stronger 
defense force than the cabinet was willing to approve.

Ships of the Fleet—The crew of the destroyer teiider USS Dixie, flagship of Rear 
Adm. Allen E. Smith, USN, Commander of the U.N. Blockading and Escort Force in 
Korean waters, and under command of Capt. J. R. Hamley, USN, have contributed 
$2,861.20 to the March of Dimes. Average contribution was $3, although the machinery 
division averaged $10.30. 

Crewmen aboard the USS Montague, fleet cargo ship commanded by Capt. 
Henry P. Wright, jr.. USN, now operating in Korean waters after transfer from the 
Atlantic Fleet, contributed $1,125 to the March of Dimes, an average donation of 
more than $3 for the 340 officers and men. 

The 27,000th landing aboard the carrier USS Valley Forge, commanded by Capt. 
J. M. Carson, USN, was made on 15 Jan. by Ens. Louis C. Page, jr., USNR, who was 
congratulated also by Comdr. Robert S. Riddell, USN, and Comdr. Robert W. Rynd, 
squadron leaders. 

The submarine USS Besugo, commanded by Lt. Comdr. J. R. Tucker, USN, with 
Lt. Comdr. W. C. Vickery, USN, as executive officer, recently made its 52d dive ina 
five-day period off Okinawa while on maneuvers with a Fleet Air Wing. 

Capt. C. H. Perdue, USN, commanding officer of the hospital ship USS Repose, 
reports that crew members have found a new hobby—learning foreign languages. 
During recent months, the ship has treated casualties from Turkey, Thailand, the 
Philippines and South Korea, among other nations represented in the Korean fighting. 

The USS Askari, auxiliary repair ship, converted from a former LST, commanded 
by Lt. G. M. Reuber, USN, has assisted in the repair of more than 275 landing craft 
in Korean amphibious operations. 

The destroyer USS English can claim the distinction of having two different 
commanding officers in two different oceans on the same day. Five hours before 
the vessel got underway for the Far East from Norfolk, Va., in September, Comdr. 
Raymond J. Toner, USN, reported aboard to relieve Comdr. Matthew DeMaria. The 
actual transfer of command took place as the ship entered the Gatun Locks on 
the Atlantic side of the Panama Canal, but the ceremony was not completed until 
the destroyer had entered Miraflores Lake, a body of fresh water in the center of 
the Isthmus. After passing through the lake, the English stopped to put Commander 
DeMaria ashore and Commander Toner was skipper as the vessel moved to the 
Pacific side of the locks. 

The carrier USS Independence, which destroyed more than 100 Japanese planes 
and the cruiser Oyodo during World War II, and which was atom bombed during 
the 1946 Bikini tests, will be blasted and sunk at a secret site and by “some weapon” 
being placed aboard—not an atomic weapon, however. Probable date for the sinking 
is early to mid-February, far out at sea. 

Lt. P. W. Rairden, jr., USN, of the staff of Commander Service Force, Pacific 
Fleet, has received orders to command the USS Gayety (AM 239) and will be leaving 
the Hawaiian Islands late in March. Lieutenant Rairden will be relieved by Lt. B. L. 
Whitworth, USN, presently the commanding officer of the USS Bolster (ARS 38). 

The heavy cruiser USS Albany, flying the flag of Rear Adm. James L. Holloway, 
jr., USN, will visit Rio de Janeiro in connection with the inauguration on 31 Jan. of 
General Getulio Dornelles Vargas as President of Brazil. The 13,600-ton cruiser 
will arrive on 29 Jan. and depart 3 Feb. for Norfolk, Va., her home port. Capt. John 
H. Sides, USN, is commanding officer. 


Civil Airlines and Defense—Representative Boykin (D-Ark.) inserted in the 
Congressional Record recently a speech on the part played by civilian airlines in 
the Korean airlift. The speech was made by J. H. Carmichael, President of Capital 
Airlines, before a joint meeting of the Rotary and Exchange Clubs and the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce in Mobile. Mr. Boykin told the House he was inserting Car- 
michael’s remarks “because of the splendid contribution made by civil aviation to 
National Defense in this present emergency.” 

Mr. Carmichael’s speech revealed that in “every 24-hour period 101,000 pounds 
of vital war material reached our fighting forces in Korea as a direct result of the 
participation of the air transport industry in the Pacific airlift.” 

The Airline President said that “the airlines sent 66 planes and many well- 
trained and experienced crewmen into action,” and that “Capital placed one of the 
first domestic transports into the airlift.” Capital Airlines placed two of its four- 
engine ships into the lift last July. They were returned in November but approximately 
five weeks later they were again doing service in the Pacific and are still flying vital 
war material to Japan for shipment to the Korean front. 

Although Capital Airlines turned two of their all cargo planes over to the Gov- 
ernment for the Korean airlift, Guy M. Springer, Cargo Sales Manager for the Airline, 
reported this week that the company carried more air freight, air express and air mail 
than at any previous time in its 23-year history. Springer said that Capital flew 
8,573,945 ton miles of air freight in 1950 and received $1,598,333 in revenue while in 
1949 the company flew 7,437,105 ton miles of air freight for $1,537,735. 


Many Times a Hero; Three Times a Lieutenant—A member of the 25th Division 
in Korea, 1st Lt. James H. Applegate has the unique distinction of having earned a 
second battlefield commission and of having donned first lieutenant’s bars for the 
third time, while adding a fourth cluster to his Purple Heart. Chronologically, his 
unorthodox record of service goes as follows. 

While serving with “Merrill’s Marauders” in the China-Burma-India Theater 
in World War II, he was awarded the Silver Star with one cluster and the Bronze 
Star with two clusters, was commissioned and then promoted to the grade of captain. 
At the end of the war, he reverted to the rank of master sergeant, but retained 
his Reserve commission as a major. In 1948, he was made a first lieutenant for the 
second time, but again became a master sergeant one year later. On 28 Sept. in Korea, 
he was given his second battlefield commission and recently was promoted to first 
lieutenant—the third time that he has worn the insignia of this rank. 


Flying Army General—Brig. Gen. Charles D. Palmer, Artillery Commander for 
the 1st Cavalry Division, who has been nominated for the rank of major general, 
has compiled a record of more than 200 hours’ flying time in Korea as an observer 
in an artillery “Grasshopper” plane. The Army general has been awarded the DFC 
with two Oak Leaf Clusters and the Air Medal with two Silver and one Bronze 
Oak Leaf Clusters for his aerial achievements, frequently made under heavy enemy 
fire. 


Naval Dental Corps—Rear Adm. Alfred W. Chandler, DC, USN, Inspector Gen- 
eral, Dental, Bureau of Medicine and Surgery and Vice President of the American 
Dental Association, will attend a meeting at the headquarters of the American 
Dental Association during the period 3-4 Feb. and the Chicago Midwinter Dental 
Meeting, 5-8 Feb. in Chicago. 
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National Guard and Reserve Readiness—Congress was told this week that the 
National Guard and Reserve units must be prepared for combat service much more 
quickly than is the case now. General Omar N. Bradley, USA, Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, testified before the Preparedness Subcommittee of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee that “they should be ready to fight in one to three months.” 
He said this requirement cannot be met unless the National Guard and Reserve 
units are filled with completely trained and qualified men and are completely 
equipped. The best solution, said General Bradley, “is to have every man who com- 
pletes his active service then serve a term of duty with the National Guard or Reserve 
for a period of years until other trained men are ready to step in and replace him.” 


Army SGO—Lt. Col. Frederick A. Zehrer, MSC, USA, has reported to the Sur- 
geon General’s Office for duty as assistant chief of the Clinical Psychology Branch, 
Psychiatry and Neurology Consultants Division. He replaces Lt. Col. Jerome G. 
Sacks, MSC, who was recently assigned to the Pschologocial Warfare Division, G-3. 
Lt. Col. Charles S. Gersoni, MSC, continues as chief of the branch. 

Colonel Zehrer’s last assignment was as cheif of the clinical psychology section 
at Brooke Army Hospital, Fort Sam Houston, Tex. From 1948 until last year, while 
serving in that capacity. Colonel Zehrer also was chief of the newly organized Child 
Guidance Clinic at Brooke, the first clinic of its kind in the Army. Several others 
have now been established, based on the Brooke Army Hospital experience. 


Medal of Honor Bill—Legislation which would provide a monthly pension of $250 
to recipients of the Medal of Honor has been introduced in Congress by Representative 
Richard Vail (R-Ill). Under provisions of a bill passed in 1861, which authorized the 
Congressional Medal of Honor, and revised in 1916, when the Army and Navy Roll 
of Honor was established, holders of the Nation’s top honor, upon application, are 
paid a monthly sum of $10 after they reach the age of 65. 

Representative Vail’s bill establishes an Air Force Roll of Honor and removes 
the age requirement, but retains the proviso that the $250 cannot be paid to anyone 
receiving regular retirement pay, since veterans in this category are considered 
a part of the Armed Services. 

Congressman Vail noted that since 1861, some 3,000 Medals of Honor have been 
awarded and he said there are slightly more than 400 living recipients. He said that 
“there are current instances of medalists in straitened financial circumstances to 
whom an allotment of a fair and reasonable pension could represent freedom from 
want, an objective to which the Nation should stand committed.” 


Transportation Corps—Units of the Army Transportation Corps are expected to 
be further streamlined as the result of an exhaustive organization and equipment 
study assigned the Transportation Center, Ft. Eustis, Va., by the Chief of Transporta- 
tion. Col. Richard D. Meyer, Commanding Officer of the Transportation Research 
and Development Station, recently led a discussion attended by the Commanding 
General, Maj. Gen. Walter J. Muller and key officers of the Center on the program 
to be followed. 

The project, which will require the joint efforts of the Research and Development 
Station and the Transportation School, is aimed at eliminating excess or obsolete 
equipment from existing T/O&Es, providing for maximum flexibility through inter- 
changeability and cross-training of personnel, and reducing personnel and equipment 
requirements to the standard of Spartan simplicity. Fullest advantage will be taken 
of new developments in techniques and equipment, Colonel Meyer said, in order 
to decrease the manpower required to move a given amount of cargo. 

Language the layman understands will be utilized in presenting the mission 
of each unit and an effort will be made to name each unit so that it will describe 
the unit’s mission and function in common military terminology. Another aim of 
the current phase of the study is to establish the complete pattern and plan for all 
units to be established in the Transportation Corps. 


Army Nurse Decorated—The Bronze Star Medal has been awarded to Capt. 
Margaret Blake, ANC, who went to Korea on 1 July with the first contingent of 
Army nurses and was assigned as Charge Nurse in the pre-operative section of the 
8055th Mobile Army Surgical Hospital. An official citation credits her direction and 
supervision with saving many lives. 


Quartermaster Corps—Col. Roland F. Hartman, QMC, has been designated Acting 
Chief of the Subsistence Branch, Supply Division, Office of the Quartermaster 
General, vice Col. C. C. Wagner, deceased. Col. Hugh Mackintosh, QMC, has been 
relieved from duty as Chief of Industrial Mobilization Branch, Military Planning 
Division, and assigned as Special Assistant to the Acting Chief, Supply Division, 
OQMG. 


Finance School Well-Travelled—Now in the process of being moved from St. 
Louis, Mo., to Ft. Benjamin Harrison, Ind., where it was located twice before, the 
Army Finance School has achieved a history of high mobility since its establishment 
on 1 Sept. 1920, two months after creation of a separate Finance Corps. 

Maj. Gen. Eugene M. Foster, USA, Chief of Finance, reports that the final move 
from St. Louis to Ft. Benjamin Harrison will be made about 30 May, although all 
classes beginning after 1 April will be held at the new site. 

In the past 30 years, the Finance School has been located successively at Ft. 
Washington, Md., Ft. Hunt, Va., Washington, D. C., Camp Holabird, Md., Ft. Benjamin 
Harrison, Duke University and Wake Forest College, N. C., Ft. Benjamin Harrison 
and St. Louis. 

Present commanding general is Brig. Gen. Emmett J. Bean, USA, assisted by 
Col. John C. Lackas, deputy commandant. 
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CD Post for Retired General—Another retired military officer has been given 
an important civil defense post. He is Brig. Gen. William Hesketh, USA-Ret., former 
American representative on the Four Power Conference governing Berlin, who was 
retired in 1948, and who was named this week by Governor John Davis Lodge as 
Civil Defense Director of Connecticut. The job carries a salary of $10,000 a year. 
In Germany, General Hesketh served under General Lucius D. Clay, USA-Ret., who 
was head of Civilian Defense in New York State until his new assignment as a top 
aide to Defense Mobilization chief Charles E. Wilson.

Army Aircraft Mechanics—An indication of the Army’s expanding use of air- 
planes is the proposal for establishment of an airplane mechanic course at the Ord- 
nance School, Aberdeen Proving Ground, Md. If the program is adopted, the Ordnance 
Corps would be made responsible for maintenance of all observation type planes 
used by the Army and for the training of mechanics and repairmen. 

An L-15 liaison plane, first ever assigned to the school, has arrived at Aberdeen 
and the report is that additional planes, including a helicopter, are to be assigned 
in the near future. 


Army Medical Service Corps—Lt. Col. C. J. Koen, MSC, USA, Chief, Nutrition 
Branch, Surgeon General’s Office, is attending a meeting of U. S. and British nutri- 
tionists in London from 25 Jan. to 1 Feb. The meeting is sponsored by the U. S. 
Office of Naval Research. 


Women Army Doctors—For the first time since the end of World War II, the 
Army now has women doctors on active duty. Maj. Gen. Raymond W. Bliss, USA, 
Surgeon General, has reported that Maj. Ruth E. Church and Maj. Theresa T. Woo 
have reported for duty with the Preventive Medicine Division of the Office of the 
Surgeon General in Washington, D. C. Major Woo served in the Army for two years 
during World War II, but Major Church is entering her first tour of military duty. 

During World War II, the Army had 72 women physicians, 26 of whom served 
overseas. 


Navy Medical Corps Casualties—Complete figures on Navy Medical Corps casu- 
alties released this week list the first Navy doctor to be killed in action in Korea. 
Lt. Peter Emilio Arioli, USN, was one of 38 Navy Medical Corps personnel who have 
been killed in Korea and the first Navy doctor to lose his life there. He was killed 
by sniper fire 3 Dec. 1950, while serving with the First Marine Division. 

A total of 263 enlisted Navy Medical Corpsmen have been casualties while serv- 
ing in support of Marines fighting in Korea. Of these, 37 have been killed and 10 
are missing in action. Three Medical Corps officers have been wounded.

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High Post for Adm. Nimitz 


President Truman this week called 
upon Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 
USN, to be chairman of a Commission on 
Internal Security and Individual Rights 
to study the problem of “how this na- 
tion can best deal with the problem of 
protecting its internal security and at the 
same time maintaining the freedoms of 
its citizens. 

The Commission, which will have nine 
members and be bi-partisan, has been 
given a task which the President de- 
scribed as being of “extraordinary im- 
portance.” 

The naming of Fleet Admiral Nimitz 
to head the Commission was received 
with unanimous acclaim throughout the 
nation. 

Admiral Nimitz, famed Pacific Fleet 
commander during World War II and 
later Chief of Naval Operations, has 
been affiliated with the United Nations 
organization during recent months. 

His new assignment, together with that 
of General of the Army George C. Mar- 
shall, USA, as Secretary of Defense, and 
General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, USA, as Supreme Commander of 
the Allied Powers in Europe, reflects the 
continuing service of five-star officers 
whose retirement from active Govern- 
ment service has been interrupted by the 
needs of the current emergency. 

Warm praise for the President’s selec- 
tion of Admiral Nimitz came in a Wash- 
ington, D. C., Post editorial. This news- 
paper, it is recalled, had urged the cre- 
ation of such a Comimssion in May 1950. 
The Post said: 

“Ordinarily, we should not be disposed to 
hail a man of military background as chair- 
man of the commission. But we welcome 
the choice of Admiral Chester Nimitz for 
two reasons. First, he has demonstrated— 
and especially during his tenure as a mem- 
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ber of the University of California's Board 
of Regents—a profound understanding of the 
value of individual freedom; he is a citizen 
of the first magnitude. 

“Second, his background of high responsi- 
bility for the national defense can leave no 
doubt in any mind as to the realism and 
pragmatism with which he will gauge the 
needs of internal security. And it is neces- 
sary at this juncture that the emphasis of 
the commission's search be placed upon se- 
curity.”’

The course 
convened 15 Jan. at the Naval Medical 
School, National Naval Medical Center, 
Bethesda, Md., with 31 student medical 
officers enrolled.

The Army has just published AR 15-185 
concerning the Army Board on Correction 
of Military Records. The regulation tells 
how application is to be made for the cor- 
rection of errors in records and how these 
are to be affected by the Secretary of the 
Air Force, who in 1946 was given author- 
ity to do this, formerly reserved to Con- 
gress.

Urge U.M.S.T. Anew 


Delays in the enactment of Universal 
Military Service and Training legislation, 
now under consideration by both the Sen- 
ate and House Armed Services Commit- 
tees, would be a serious setback to the 
preparedness program, top ranking civil- 
ian and military officials of the Armed 
Forces have reiterated to Congress. 

During testimony this week in which 
he revealed that 15,000 replacements are 
required each month for Korea, Secretary 
of Defense, General Marshall, warned 
that “no one can foretell the character 
and degree of hostile action that might 
be launched against us.” 

Noting that attack would be launched 
in a “manner to gain the tremendous ad- 
vantage of surprise and certainly it would 
be utterly ruthless in conception and exe- 
cution,” Geenral Marshall appealed anew 
this week for Department of Defense 
freedom to send 18-year-olds overseas, if 
necessary. 

Proposals have been made on Capitol 
Hill that no 18-year-old could be sent 
abroad. General Marshall told the House 
Armed Services Committee that no 18- 
year-olds would be sent overseas without 
a minimum of four months’ training and 
added that it is unlikely any men under 
19 would go except in case of “dire peril.” 

Questioned as regards the integration 
of the 18-year-old U.M.S.T. plan with the 
present Selective Service program, Gen- 
eral Marshall said he is responsible for 
this action. 

“T’m glad you’ve got the courage to ad- 
mit it,” answered Representative Dewey 
Short (R-Mo), ranking minority member 
of the House Committee, to which Gen- 
eral Marshall retorted: “I’m not admit- 
ting it. I’m telling you I did it.” 

It is known that during recent months 
General Marshall has been devoting the 
major part of his time to problems re- 
lating to the solution of the manpower 
shortages in the Armed Forces, first to 
meet immediate needs and second to pro- 
vide a stable basis for a long-range 
defense program. 

In this complex matter, General Mar- 
shall’s top aide has been Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense Anna M. Rosenberg, 
whose responsibilities are exclusively re- 
lated to personnel problems. 

Assistant Secretary Rosenberg had this 
to say about the Department’s plan for 
Universal Military Service and Training 
before the House Committee: 

“The program contains every guarantee 
we could reasonably incorporate into it 
to bring about the most potent utiliza- 
tion of our military and civilian resources 
for national security. It reflects the sober 
thought of our military leaders on what 
we need to protect our country in the 
immediate future and what we will need 
to put our strength on a sound basis for 
the long haul. It does the job that must 
be done if we are to achieve genuine 
security in these tortured days. We know 
no other way that will do the job as 
well.” 

For the military commanders of the 
Armed Forces, a detailed analysis regard- 
ing the urgency of the manpower leg- 
islation was made by General of the Army 
Omar N. Bradley, USA, Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, in an appearance 
before the preparedness subcommittee of 
the Senate Armed Services Committee.

Navy Promotion Plans 
The Navy this week outlined its pro- 
motion plans for the next four months, 
both for officers of the Regular establish- 
ment and Reserve officers on active and 


inactive duty. 


Two boards to select officers for promo- 
tion to rear admiral in the Civil Engineer 
Corps and Medical Corps are now meet- 
ing, and plans are underway to set up a 
board to consider warrant officers for pro- 
motion to permanent commissioned grade. 

In addition, boards will meet in March, 
April and May, to select Reserve officers 
for promotion to the grades of captain, 
commander, lieutenant commander, and 
lieutenant. Regular officers will also be 
selected for promotion to the last two 


categories. 


The Civil Engineer Corps board now in 
session is considering 44 eligible candi- 
dates for temporary promotion to Rear 
Admiral. Those eligible are captains in the 
CEC whose General Line running mates 
have served three years in the grade of 
captain as of 30 June 1951. 

The second flag board, also in session, 
is considering 378 eligible candidates for 
temporary promotion to Rear Admiral in 
the Medical Corps. Eligible officers include 
all captains in the Medical Corps whose 
General Line running mates have served 
three years in the grade of captain as of 


30 June 1951. 


No date was announced for the 1951 
selection board to consider permanent 
warrant officers for promotion to perma- 
nent commissioned warrant grade, but 
the Navy said such officers, including 
those serving in higher grades, should 
“take the necessary steps so that they 
may be examined professionally on their 


records.” 


During the remainder of the fiscal year, 
the Navy plans to convene selection 
boards in the following order: 

About 1 March: Naval Reserve officers 
on active duty and also those not on ac- 
tive duty, to the grades of captain and 


commander. 


April: Regular and Reserve officers on 
active duty to lieutenant commander and 


lieutenant. 


May: Naval Reserve offices not on ac- 
tive duty to lieutenant commander and 


lieutenant. 


Eligible Naval Reserve officers include 
those senior to the junior USN officer in 
each zone. Naval Reserve officers placed 
on the inactive status list prior to con- 
vening of selection boards “are not eligi- 


ble,” the Navy said. 


Long Beach Shipyard

RESIDENT TRUMAN has asked Con- 

gress to provide a budget of $197,- 
347,000 for the Coast Guard during fiscal 
year 1952, which begins 1 July, compared 
with $152,834,000 in 1950 and $195,075,000 
during the current fiscal year. 


In millions of dollars, the essential 
breakdown of the Coast Guard request 
was as follows: operating expenses, 
$162.7; acquisition, construction and im- 
provements, $16; retired pay, $16.647; and 
reserve training, $2. 

The President’s budget message re- 
vealed that whereas no funds were allo- 
cated directly for port security functions 
during the past two fiscal years, it is 
intended to spend $23,000,000 for this 
purpose during fiscal 1952. Search, rescue 
and law enforcement will require $73,256,- 
417; operation of aids to navigation, 
$46,309,490; and operation of ocean sta- 
tions for meterological and other services, 
$20,134,093. 

Coast Guard personnel is expected to 
reach a total of 28,217 during fiscal 1952, 
compared with a 1951 estimate of 23,458. 
For active duty military pay, $85,388,245 
will be required. For the retired list, the 
Coast Guard estimates that during 1952 
$6,792,509 will be required for enlisted 
men; $6,661,362 for commissioned officers 
and $1,873,806 for chief warrant and war- 
rant officers. 


A breakdown was given for the Coast 
Guard Reserve Training Program, which 
shows that during 1952, 987 officers and 
4,739 enlisted men will be trained, com- 
pared with 471 and 2,702, respectively, 
during 1951. 

Heads Ice Patrol 


Capt. Garrett Van A. Graves, USCG, 
has been commander of the 1951 Interna- 
tional Ice Patrol and will establish head- 
quarters at Argentia, Newfoundland. 

The 1951 patrol, in addition to recon- 
naissance aircraft, will include the 180-ft. 
oceanographic vessel Evergreen, slated 
to depart from Boston on 15 Mar., the 
255-ft. cutter Androscoggin and the 213- 
ft. tug Acushnet. 


Coast Guard Film 


Republic Studios of North Hollywood, 
Calif., has scheduled for spring release 
a film tentatively titled “The Fighting 
U.S. Coast Guard,” whose star is Brian 
Donlevy. 

Technical supervision has been given 
by Capt. S. F. Gray, USCG, Chief of the 
Coast Guard Public Information Division, 
and Lt. Comdr. Robert Cannom, West 
Coast liaison officer for motion picture 
production. 

Much background footage for the film 
was obtained at the U.S. Coast Guard 
Academy, New London, Conn. 


e Auxiliary Duties 

The Coast Guard’s increasing responsi- 
bility for the safety of the nation’s 
ports will be a key topic for discussion 
during a meeting of district directors and 
commodores of the Coast Guard Auxiliary 
in Washington from 19 through 21 Feb. 

In this regard, Auxiliary members who 
have sought clarification as to the degree 
of their participation in civilian defense 
programs received enlightenment from 
Rear Adm. Louis B. Olsen, USCG, Third 
Coast Guard District Commander. 


Addressing a meeting of the Auxiliary 
in his district, held this week in New 
York City, Admiral Olsen said: 

“Don’t get too much concerned about 
civil defense groups or state or municipal 
authorities who seek to get you to make 
commitments. I do not say don’t cooper- 
ate with the civilian defense,” explained 
Admiral Olsen, “but don’t make any com- 
mitments. You'll have plenty to do in 
helping the Coast Guard if the time 
comes. We have plenty to do and little to 
do it with.” 


The Coast Guard Auxiliary, which 
reached a strength of 68,000 during World 
War II, is reported to have about 12,000 
members at the present time. Their activi- 
ties are being supervised by Capt. Na- 
thaniel S. Fulford, jr., USCG, director of 
the Auxiliary Division at Headquarters, 
recently separated from the Reserve and 
Auxiliary Division. 





Aids MATS Navigators 

Comdr. Ralph Dean, USCG, Chief of 
Electronics Engineering Section of the 
12th Coast Guard Dist., San Francisco, 
recently reported at Hickam AFB, Ha- 
waii, to assist MATS Pacific Division nav- 
igators in working with long-range navi- 
gation (Loran). 


Sixth Base in England 

The Air Force is opening its sixth base 
in England, to be located 180 miles north- 
west of London, where up to 3,000 airmen 
will be stationed to repair aircraft en- 
gines. 

This personnel, together with 3,000 anti- 
aircraft officers and men scheduled for 
early arrival, will incease the strength 
of the Air Force and Army to approxi- 
mately 21,000 in England. 

In England, the Air Force now has 
three B-29 and B-50 bomb groups and 
one group of F-84 jet fighters.

Col. Mudock K. Goodwin has replaced 
Col. Norman Minus as Commander of 
Troops at Ft. Lee, Va., with the latter 
being assigned to the Army’s Physical 
Evaluation Board in Washington, D. C. 











Casualties in Korea 

The latest Department of Defense sum- 
mary of U.S. casualties in Korea showed 
this week a total of 46,201 military per- 
sonnel killed, wounded or missing in ac- 
tion, of whom 37,953 were Army, 7,369 
Marine Corps, 519 Navy and 360 Air 
Force. 

A total of 7,499 deaths were reported, 
including 5,971 Army, 1,325 Marine Corps, 
136 Air Force and 67 Navy.

Brig. Gen. C. S. Radford, USMC-Ret. 


Funeral services for Brig. Gen. Cyrus 
Sugg Radford, 82, former Quartermaster 
General of the Marine Corps, were held 23 
Jan. at the Arlington National Cemetery 
with full military honors. 

General Radford directed the setting up 
of the first Marine Corps manufacturing and 
supply base in 1904 at Philadelphia and so 
efficient was his work of supplying fighting 
men in the field in World War I that he was 
awarded the Navy Cross. He served as depot 
quartermaster from 1903 until his appoint- 
ment as Quartermaster General and retire- 
ment in 1929. 

He then became a vice-president of the 
Bankers Trust Company in Philadelphia. In 
1933 he helped establish Admiral Farragut 
Academy at Pine Beach, New Mexico. He was 
superintendent of the Academy from 1942 
until 1947, then became chairman of the board 
of trustees until his death on 19 Jan. follow- 
ing a heart attack. 

General Radford graduated from the U. S. 
Naval Academy in 1890 and became a second 
lieutenant in the Marine Corps in 1892 when 
it had 93 commissioned officers. He was born 
at Hopkinsville, Ky., 3 June 1868. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Catherine 
Manson Radford; a son, Comdr. Manson Rad- 
ford, USN, and two daughters, Mrs. Charles 
John, New York City, and Mrs. Thomas Mc-

Brig. Gen. Garland C. Black, USA-Ret. 

Brig. Gen. Garland C. Black, USA-Ret., 
died 23 Jan. at Brooke Army Hospital, 
Fort Sam Houston, Tex. Funeral services 
were conducted 26 Jan. at the National 
Cemetery at Fort Sam Houston. 

General Black was born at Dayton, Ohio, 
14 Nov. 1894 and was commissioned in the 
Regular Army 25 Oct, 1917. He served first 
with the Cavalry, but later held important 
assignments in the Signal Corps. In the early 
years of his career, he was at one time 
Assistant Division Signal Officer of the ist 
Cavalry Division. 

In 1933, General Black served in the Office 
of the Chief Signal Officer, remaining there 
for three years. Later he became Director of 
the Officers’ Department of The Signal School 
at Fort Monmouth, New Jersey. In 1941 he 
was assigned to the staff of the Army War 
College, and in 1942 became Second Army 
Signal Officer. 

In December 1942 General Black returned 
to the Army War College as Ground Signal 
Officer, later becoming Chief of the Signal 
Section, Army Ground Forces. In January 
1944 he left the United States for duty at 
the headquarters of the First Army Group 
in the European Theater of Operations, and 
in August of that year was named Signal 
Officer of the Twelfth Army Group in the 
Same theater. In September 1945, having re- 
turned to the United States, he became Com- 
mandant of the Central Signal Corps School 
at Camp Crowder, Missouri. Two months 
later, he assumed command of the Army 
Service Forces Training Center there. He re- 
tired 30 September 1946.

Adm. Clinton Elgin Braine, Jr. 


Adm. Clinton Elgin Braine, jr., USN- 
Ret., died on 12 Jan. at his home in New 
York City of a heart attack. He was 56. 

Retired in 1949, Admiral Braine was as- 
sistant to the president of the Crucible Steel 
Company of America. He had served im- 
Mediately prior to his retirement as As- 
sistant Chief of Naval Materiel and Director 
of Production Policy in the Office of the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

A 1916 graduate of the Naval Academy, he 
Served with the fleet on battleship and sub- 
marine duty. During 1941, he was a member 
of a Naval war supply mission to Russia, and 
from 1942 to 1944 he commanded the Fourth 

eet. He served as commander of the New- 
Port, R. I., Naval Station prior to his as- 
Signment in the Secretary’s office. 
Eaurvivors include his widow, Mrs. Miriam 

llis Braine, and a son, Clinton E. Braine 
of New York. 
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Nurse Corps Anniversary 
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there were Army nurses on hand to take 
care of them. They made landings on the 
beachheads of Africa, Southern France, 
and Normandy. They lived and worked 
under rugged conditions in the jungles of 
the Pacific islands. Some died of wounds 
at Anzio; 63 were Japanese prisoners at 
Santo Tomas after the fall of Corregidor. 
One out of every 40 Army nurses who 
served was decorated, their awards in- 
cluding the Silver Star, the Legion of 
Merit, the Soldier’s Medal, the Air Medal, 
the Bronze Star, and the Purple Heart. 

Although as an organized unit the 
Army Nurse Corps is just now reaching 
the half-century mark, Army nursing is 
actually as old as the Nation itself. It 
began during the Revolutionary War 
when General Washington asked Con- 
gress for a matron “to supervise the 
nurses, bedding, etc.” and for nurses to 
“attend the sick and obey the matron’s 
orders.” 

Women nursed the sick and wounded 
during the Civil War also, but it was on 
a more or less volunteer basis. It was not 
until the outbreak of the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War in 1898 that Congress authorized 
the employment of nurses under contract 
to the Army. These nurses served in 
Cuba, the Philippines, Puerto Rico, and 
throughout the southern part of the 
United States. The excellence of their 
performance convinced even those who 
had been skeptical of the value of women 
in the field of military nursing. 

Congressional authorization for a 
Nurse Corps component in the Army 
came in February 1901. Dr. Anita New- 
comb McGee, a dynamic and prominent 
Washington physician and Acting Assis- 
tant Surgeon General of the Army, was 
largely responsible for the steps leading 
up to the establishment of the Corps— 
and, in fact, herself wrote the section of 
the Army Reorganization Act under 
which the Nurse Corps was created. Pro- 
vision was made for a Nurses Reserve, 
to be drawn upon during extraordinary 
situations. Salaries were set at $40 a 
month and nurses had no military rank. 
It was, however, a healthy beginning. 

Army nurses held only “relative rank” 
until World War II, at which time they 
were granted temporary commissions. 
The struggle to achieve rank and the 
accompanying benefits of officer status 
continued through the years and won the 
support of nursing leaders in civilian life 
—among them such outstanding women 
as Julia Stimson who not only led the 
Army Nurse Corps overseas during World 
War I, and became Corps chief in the 
immediately following years, but who 
also became president of the American 
Nurses Association. She was the first 
woman to receive the temporary rank 
of Major. 

The final step in the evolution of the 
Army Nurse Corps—and perhaps the 
most significant—came in April 1947 with 
the passage of the Army-Navy Nurses 
Act. This law created an Army Nurse 
Corps Section in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps and authorized a Regular Army 
component for nurses through which, for 
the first time in history, women became 
eligible for permanent commissions in 
the Regular Army. Florence A. Blanch- 
field, chief of the Corps at that time, was 
the first woman to receive the permanent 
rank of Colonel. Army nurses today are 
officers in the full sense of the word— 
with rank, pay, and other benefits of 
commissioned status. 

Going back into the early archives of 
the Corps, it is interesting to note that 
the first nurse superintendent, Mrs. Dita 
Kinney, had a platform for Army nurs- 
ing, all four points of which have long 
since been integrated into our ANC pro- 
gram. Although these goals seem ele- 
mentary today, they were viewed by our 
colleagues of the turn of the century as 
almost unattainable goals of perfection. 
Here is the modest platform presented by 
Mrs. Kinney to the Third International 
Congress of Nurses: 

1. Regularly established postgraduate 
courses for Army nurses. 

2. Frequent visits of inspection of the 
nursing service to keep headquarters in 
close touch with the nursing staff of each 
and every hospital. 

3. Materials for nurses’ uniforms to be 
stocked by the Quartermaster’s depart- 





ment so that these may be uniform in 
fact as well as in name. 

4. Retirement for old and otherwise 
incapacitated nurses with suitable provi- 
sion for their declining years as a token 
of their faithful service to the Govern- 
ment. 

And here is what Dr. McGee outlined in 
1901 as a pattern for future Nurse Corps 
teserves: 

“In addition to this permanent force, 
definite provision should be made for war 
reserves. The Army and National Guard 
will supply corpsmen for the arduous 
field service, but they cannot maintain 
a large enough corps to fill the needs of 
war emergency, with this large percent- 
age of sick, and neither can they turn 
recruits into competent nurses in a few 
weeks. 

“Therefore, the civil profession of nurs- 
ing must necessarily be called upon and 
definite provision for this should be made 
in advance so that our Government may 
never be dependent upon haphazard aid. 
It is quite possible under existing law, 
and with present nursing conditions, for 
a large reserve nurse corps of perhaps 
2,000 nurses, to be gradually formed and 
maintained by admitting trained women 
nurses to our Army hospitals in a con- 
stant succession of squads of such size 
as may be desired, for a special military 
postgraduate course. During their time 
of service, these nurses would supplement 
the work of the permanent corps and on 
its completion, provided their fitness for 
the service is proved, they should be 
placed upon the reserves...” 

Those of us who are serving in the 
Corps today cannot help but take pride 
in the foresight of those pioneers in Army 
nursing. 

It is rather appropriate, I think, that on 
the occasion of our Fiftieth Anniversary, 
the Army Nurse Corps again faces a chal- 
lenge—for challenge has marked every 
significant development in our history. 
Today’s challenge, of course, is the rapidly 
expanding Army—and the urgent neces- 
sity to expand the Nurse Corps accord- 
ingly. 

As of 1 Jan. we were short 3,000 nurses 
—and again, as in years past, the Ameri- 
can Nurses Association has volunteered 
to help us find the necessary number of 
nurses qualified to serve. We intend to 
do this with a minimum of disruption to 
civilian nursing services—calling for vol- 
unteers from among only those young 
nurses who have not yet risen to key 
civilian posts and who therefore may best 
be spared from their communities. 

We feel confident that we will achieve 
our goal now—just as we always have in 
the past. After all, the mission of the pro- 
fessional nurse is to nurse the sick—and 
in the Army Nurse Corps there is wide 
opportunity for all types of nursing prac- 
tice. In addition, in a period of emergency, 
there is no greater satisfaction than aid- 
ing in the care of the men who serve with 
the Nation’s Armed Forces. They deserve 
the best of everything that the Nation 
can provide—including its nurses. 





Senior Service Schools 

Quotas for Air Force personnel who 
will attend the August, 1951, classes of 
the senior service schools were announced 
this week by Headquarters, USAF. 

The schools and quotas allotted in- 
clude: National War College, 32; Indus- 
trial College of the Armed Forces, 39; 
Armed Forces Staff College, 39; and Air 
War College, 100 officers on active duty, 
25 USAFR officers not on active duty, and 
five ANG officers not on active duty. 
(The quota of officers on active duty 
includes Reserve and Air National Guard 
officers as well as Regulars.) 

General eligibility requirements for 
these schools remain the same as for pre- 
vious classes, with the exception that the 
maximum age requirement has been 
raised from 43 to 45 years for those 
USAFR and ANG officers who will attend 
the fall Air War College course. 


Army Enlisted Recalls 

Latest Army statistics revealed this 
week that in the period from 30 June to 
30 Nov., an estimated 3,000 enlisted men 
and warrant officers who held commis- 
sions as Reserve officers were recalled to 
active duty in commissioned status. 

Undoubtedly, hundreds of other enlist- 
ed men and warrant officers have been 
recalled since 30 Nov. to fill vacancies in 
the accelerated expansion program. 
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Gratuitous Insurance 


By a vote of 390-0, the House this week 
passed H.R. 1, which provides a gratuitous 
$10,000 indemnity to survivors of Armed 
Forces personnel who die in active serv- 
ice. 

The basic provisions of the measure, 
which now goes to the Senate where 
rapid approval is foreseen, were described 
to the House by Representative John 
Rankin (D-Miss), Chairman of the Vet- 
erans Committee, as follows: 

“This bill provides a gratuitous indemnity 
in the amount of $10,000 to the survivors of 
all men who lose their lives in the Armed 
Forces on and after June 27, 1950, without 
cost to the serviceman. 

“In addition, the man, upon discharge, 
will be protected for a period of 90 days in 
order to permit him to readjust to civilian 
life and determine the sort of insurance pro- 
tection he wishes to obtain from commercial 
sources, 

‘Beneficiaries are limited to the immediate 
family of the serviceman and the indemnity 
is payable only in monthly installments of 
$92.90 over a 10-year period. 

“Veterans having World War I and World 
War II insurance may maintain such insur- 
ance if they are recalled to active duty or 
they may avail themselves of the gratuitous 
indemnity. For those having permanent type 
of insurance, provision is made that they 
may surrender the policies for cash and 
reinstate them at some future date with a 
net saving to the individual. Holders of term 
policies who permit their policies to lapse 
during service may reinstate them after dis- 
charge. 

‘‘Veterans of World War I and World War 
II who have Government insurance may con- 
tinue their insurance, and this bill does not 
cancel, or restrict, or in any way adversely 
affect any rights which the veteran has un- 
der the terms of his existing insurance con- 
tract. 

“The gratuity is exempt from the claims 
of creditors and from taxation. 

“Any man unable to obtain commercial 
insurance after discharge at standard rates 
because of service-connected disability, will 
be eligible to carry a national service life 
insurance policy. In addition, a man having 
total service-connected disability will have 
his premiums waived. Veterans with disa- 
bility may apply for this type of insurance 
at any time after discharge. 

“The bill carries out. the budget recom- 
mendation. The Bureau of the Budget has 
indicated that it favors the approach em- 
bodied in this bill and gives as its opinion 
that, had it been in effect, several hundreds 
of millions of dollars would have been saved 
during the period 1940-49. The Comptroller 
General estimates that the saving would 
have amounted to $587,000,000.’’ 





Reduce Rail Fares 


A reduced railroad fare for military 
personnel traveling under official leave 
or furlough orders went into effect 
throughout the United States yesterday, 
26 Jan. The present reduction has been 
ordered until 31 March. It is on an ex- 
perimental basis until the railroads can 
determine the extent of the need and use 
and will be made permanent if the ex- 
periment is succssful. 

The reduced rate varies slightly ac- 
cording to the territory in which the road 
is located but it averages about two cents 
per mile as against two and a half cents 
for the regular rate, The transportation 
tax does not apply to service personnel. 
The new rate is good only on coaches 
and is a straight fare not subject to 
further reduction for round trips.

The plant, used by Ford until a few 
months ago for stamping operations, rep- 
resents the second major step taken by 
Bendix in recent weeks to expand produc- 
tion facilities to meet increasing mili- 
tary demands for its varied aircraft prod- 
ucts and automotive truck parts. The cor- 
poration recently acquired the plant and 
facilities of Victor Animatograph Cor- 
poration at Davenport, Iowa, for ex- 
panded manufacture of aircraft instru- 
ments. 

Like the Iowa factory, the plant at 
Hamilton will be operated as a new di- 
vision of the corporation, Mr. Ferguson 
said. It will be known as the Hamilton 
Division. This increases to 18 the number 
of Bendix divisions, exclusive of subsidi- 
aries. Other Bendix plants are located in 
New York State, New Jersey, Maryland, 
Michigan, Indiana, Missouri and Cali- 
fornia. 
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Navy Orders Allisons 


First production order for turbo-prop 
engines in this country has been placed 
with Allison by the U. S. Navy, it has 
been announced by E. B. Newill, Vice 
President of General Motors and General 
Manager of the Allison Division. The or- 
der covers an initial quantity of Allison 
T40 turbo-prop engines which power the 
Convair XP5Y and the Douglas XA2D 
Skyshark. Machinery and facilities now 
are being established for the T40 produc- 
tion and first units will be delivered in 
the last half of 1951. 

The Allison T40 turbo-prop engine, de- 
veloped under sponsorship of the Navy, 
has a guaranteed static rating of 5500 
horsepower. It has twin power sections 
connected by extension shafts to a reduc- 
tion gear driving contra-rotating propel- 
lers. Each power section drives both pro- 
pellers and for cruise, single power sec- 
tions can be declutched to provide im- 
proved fuel economy. 

The first turbo-prop engine in this coun- 
try to complete a 50-hour flight clearance 
test, the T40 also is the first U. S. Turbo- 
prop to power U. S. aircraft without the 
assistance of other type power plants. In 
addition, it holds the record for the long- 
est sustained turbo-prop powered flight 
as the result of an eight-hour test flight 
in the four-engine Convair XP5Y. 

A single unit, turbo-prop engine, the 
Allison “501,” which consists of one of the 
twin T40 power sections, also is power- 
ing the first U. S. commercial turbine 
transport. Two 501 engines are installed 
in a Convair-Liner purchased by the Alli- 
son Division of General Motors, and which 
made its first flight 29 Dec. 1950. This air- 
plane, called the Turbo-Liner, will un- 
dergo an extensive flight test program 
to find and work out the problems apply- 
ing particularly to turbine-powered trans- 
ports. 

Facilities to produce the Allison turbo- 
prop engines will be set up in Allison’s 
2,000,000 square foot engine production 
plant where J33 and J35 turbo-jet engines 
now are in quantity production. This will 
be the only U. S. aircraft engine plant 
simultaneously engaged in production of 
turbo-prop engines, axial-flow turbo-jet 
engines and centrifugal-flow turbo-jet en- 
gines. 





*“Eager Beaver’? Contract 


As the 4,900th “Eager Beaver” 2%-ton 
Army Ordnance truck rolled off the as- 
sembly lines of Reo Motors, Inc., recently, 
Joseph S. Sherer, Jr., President of the 
firm, disclosed that Reo had been awarded 
two additional letter contracts, valued at 
approximately $55,000,000 for more of the 
vehicles. 

Brief ceremonies followed by a lunch- 
eon marked the completion of the con- 
tract. A military delegation was headed 
by Col. W. A. Call. 

The “Eager Beaver” is built to operate 
normally under a wide variety of terrain 
and climatic conditions. Equipped with 
snorkel and snorter air intake and ex- 
haust tubes, the new trucks can be driven 
while completely submerged in water. 


Defense Shipping Notes 

Reporting that there are now only 30 
active passenger-troop carriers—this ex- 
cludes converted cargo ships—of which 11 
are operated by the Military Sea Trans- 
port Service, the National Federation of 
American Shipping reasserted this week 
that “the greatest inadequacy in the pri- 
vately-owned American merchant fleet is 
the grave shortage of passenger-carrying 
vessels capable of conversion to troop 
transports in event of military necessity.” 

The Federation noted that 1950 was the 
first year in the post World War II period 
in which the privately-owned fleet did not 
continue to grow. There was decline last 
year of 29 ships due primarily to scrap- 
ping of old vessels and sales abroad of 
less efficient types. 

In this regard, a flurry of ship sales 
to foreign and domestic buyers during a 
two-week period this month in which 131 
vessels were sold, has brought to 1960 the 
number of war-built merchant ships sold 
from the National Defense Reserve Fleet 
since the end of World War II. This will 
leave a reserve of 1885 ships. Of the 1960 
vessels that were sold, 847 went to Amer- 
ican operators. The Merchant Ship Sales 
Act of 1946, which permitted reduced-cost 
sales of the surplus craft, expired last 
week. 


Airframe Production Zooms 

From a manufacturing force of about 
180,000 people engaged in the production 
of airframes for the Air Force, the ex- 
panding program will require approxi- 
mately 600,000 aircraft workers, Under 
Secretary of the Air Force John A. Mc- 
Cone has disclosed. 

In a radio interview with Mr. Charles 
Corddry, aviation editor of the United 
Press, heard over the American Broad- 
casting Company last week, Under Secre- 
tary McCone reported that the Air 
Force’s requirement for aluminum will 
grow from 40,000,000 pounds per quarter 
to about 200,000,000 pounds per quarter a 
year from now and thereafter. 

Mr. McCone said the Air Force is now 
aiming for a personnel strength of 971,- 
000 in 95 to 100 groups, but added that 
these goals “may be raised once or sev- 
eral times depending on the critical 
world situation, which itself is changing 
almost daily.” 








Aircraft Production Agency 

Establishment of an Aircraft Produc- 
tion Resources Agency at Wright-Patter- 
son AFB, Dayton, Ohio, which will act 
as a joint Army-Navy-Air Force organi- 
zation to serve both the military services 
and the aircraft industry, is announced 
by the Munitions Board. 

The new agency, which takes over and 
expands upon duties of the former Air- 
craft Scheduling Unit of the Munitions 
Board, will consolidate requirements for 
materials and other resources needed in 
the combined military aircraft and as- 
sociated programs. The agency will be 
headed by a full-time director to be elect- 
ed annually by the Executive Director- 
ate, which will be composed of represent- 
atives of the Army, Navy, and Air Force. 
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Munitions Board 

Appointment of Harry K. Clark, presi- 
dent of The Carborundum Co., Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., as Vice Chairman of the 
Department of Defense Munitions Board 
in charge of production management, was 
announced this week by J. D. Small, 
chairman of the board. 

Mr. Clark will be responsible for all 
production activities of the Munitions 
Board. These include military production 
programs, facilities and construction, 
manpower and industrial security, and 
the aircraft, petroleum, and electronics 
divisions. He will serve without com- 
pensation. 

Mr. Clark attended Culver Military Acad- 
emy, Purdue University, and Armour Insti- 
tute of Technology. He began his business 
career as a trainee with the Norton Com- 
pany of Worcester, Mass., and advanced 
progressively to vice president and general 
manager. 

During World War II, he was deputy di- 
rector of priorities with the Office of Pro- 
duction Management and the War Porduc- 
tion Board. Called to active duty in July, 
1942, he was assigned as Chief of the Emer- 
gency Plants Division and Chief of the Pro- 
duction Schedule and Operation Division of 
the Office of the Secretary of the Navy, and 
attained the rank of captain. He was re- 
lieved of active duty in Dec., 1945. 

Between 1945 and Nov., 1946, when he 
assumed the presidency of The Carborundum 
Co., Mr. Clark was a management adviser 
to West Coast Industries. 


Navy P2V Contract 

Lockheed Aircraft Corporation has an- 
nounced the signing of a contract with 
the Kaiser-Frazer Corporation for fabri- 
cation and assembly of components of the 
Lockheed P2V, Navy anti-submarine pa- 
trol plane. 

The sections to be built, according to 
President Robert E. Gross of Lockheed, 
will be manufactured at the Kaiser-Fraz- 
er aircraft division plant in Oakland, Cal. 
The dollar value of the contract was not 
disclosed. 

Kaiser-Frazer becomes the _ seventh 
large firm to join Lockheed’s group of 
sub-contractors. Others that now have 
similar arrangements are Beech and 
Cessna in Wichita, Kans., Chance-Vought 
and Texas Engineering and Manufactur- 
ing Company, in Dallas, Tex., and Rohr 
and Solar Corporation of San Diego, Cal. 
Each firm is building major sections of 
Lockheed’s F-94 jet fighters or of the P2V 
bomber. Kaiser-Frazer will build fuselage 
waist sections and center section flaps for 
the P2V. 








Purchase Gas Turbines 

A production contract for Boeing Air- 
plane Company’s lightweight gas turbine 
engine has been received from the Navy’s 
Bureau of Ships, the company announced 
this week. 

BuShips, which has sponsored much of 
the turbine’s development, will use it to 
supply electric power for minesweepers, 
the announcement said. Other applica- 
tions of America’s first small, general- 
purpose turbine are under consideration 
by the Navy, and by the Army and Air 
Force as well, a company spokesman 
added, earmarking it for an exclusively 
military career for the immediate future.

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Combat Pay 
(Continued from First Page) 
who is in charge of legislative matters for 


the Department. 
Text of Bill 

“To provide additional compensation for 
members of the Army, Navy, and Air Force 
during periods of combat duty in Korea. 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That mem- 
bers of the Army, Navy and Air Force en- 
titled to receive basic pay shall in addition 
thereto be entitled to receive a special pay 
at the monthly rate of $100 per month for 
officers and $50 per month for enlisted per- 
sons for combat duty while actually engaged 
in combat in Korea, or in direct combat sup- 
port of actual combat forces in Korea: Pro- 
vided, That this special pay shall be included 
in the computation of any death gratuity or 
benefit payable as a result of the death of 
such member while entitled to such special 


pay. 

‘‘(b) Combat duty, for the purpose of this 
section, is duty for a period of at least 
six days in any calendar month in opposi- 
tion to a hostile force, including guerrillas, 
performed under such circumstances as may 
be prescribed in regulations by the Secre- 
taries concerned, subject to approval of the 
Secretary of Defense, which regulations shall 
be uniform as far as practicable: Provided, 
That if the member is killed or injured as 
a result of having been actually engaged 
in combat or in direct combat support of 
forces actually in combat, the requirement 
that he perform such duties for the period 
of at least six days shall not be applicable. 

‘*(c) No person shall be eligible to receive 
the special pay provided by this section if 
authorized to receive any incentive or spe- 
cial pay pursuant to sections 203, 204, or 
205 of the Career Compensation Act of 1949 
(63 Stat, 809). 

“SEC. 2. This Act shall be effective from 
and after June 27, 1950, and no pay pro- 
vided herein shall accrue to any person for 
any prior periods."’ 

Text of Letter 
“Dear Mr. Speaker: 

“There is forwarded herewith a draft of 
proposed legislation ‘To provide additional 
compensation for members of the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force during: periods of com- 
bat duty in Korea.’ 

“This proposal has been approved by the 
Bureau of the Budget. The Department of 
Defense recommends that it be enacted by 
the Congress. 

“Purpose of the Legislation: This pro- 
posed legislation is designed to award a 
special pay to members of the Army, Navy, 
and Air Ferce who are actually engaged in 
combat or who are in direct combat support 
of forces actually engaged in combat, in 
Korea. There is a very urgent and realistic 
need for providing additional compensation 
to combat personnel who are subjected to 
these extra hazards resulting from combat 
duty in immediate opposition to the enemy. 
Although the proposal is limited to Korea, 
it is felt that there is a need for establish- 
ing permanent legislation with respect to 
combat duty pay. The President has directed 
the Department of Defense to study the prob- 
lems involved and to submit appropriate rec- 
ommendations concerning such legislation. 
It is anticipated that upon completion of 
the study within the Department of Defense 
appropriate legislative recommendations will 
be submitted to the Congress. 

“Under this proposed legislation members 
of the Army, Navy, and Air Force entitled 
to receive basic pay will, in addition thereto, 
be entitled to receive special pay at the 
monthly rate of $100 per month for officers 
and $50 per month for enlisted personnel 
for combat duty while serving in Korea. 
These rates of pay now proposed for combat 
duty are in the same amount as those rates 
which are now authorized for parachute duty 
and are among the lowest rates authorized 
by the Congress for any incentive or hazard 
pay.’’ The differential in pay between offi- 
’ers and enlisted personnel was considered 
by the Advisory Commission on Service Pay, 
‘ommonly referred to as the Hook Commis- 
sion, which reported (Report of December, 
1948, at page 27): 

‘**Avhigher rate of hazard pay for offi- 
’ers as compared with enlisted personnel 
is justifiable on several grounds: 

““*(1) Any special pay must be in propor- 
tion to the basic pay, so that at all times 
the compensation for the primary respon- 
sibility will be considerably greater than 
that for any additional duty. 

***(2) The rates proposed for hazard pay 
serve as an inducement to undertake and 
continue special duties; and such an induce- 
ment need not be as great in monetary terms 
for lower paid and less advanced personnel 
as for higher paid and more highly trained 
personnel. 

** *(3) Officers are usually given greater 
special responsibilities, aside from normal 


administrative control, than enlisted person- 
nel on hazardous assignments. 

*“**(4) With respect to flying in particular, 
death rates for enlisted personnel have con- 
sistently been lower than those for officers.’ 





“The Career Compensation Act of 1949, 
Public Law 351, 81st Congress, established 
rates for flying and submarine duty which 
vary in amounts from $210 per month for 
colonels to $30 per month for privates. The 
records show that the casualty rates per 
thousand in combat for the officer is signifi- 
cantly greater than the same rates for en- 
listed personnel. 

“The combat duty mentioned is duty for 
a period of at least six days in any calendar 
month in opposition to a hostile force, in- 
cluding guerrillas, performed under such 
circumstances as may be prescribed in 
regulations by the Secretaries concerned, 
subject to approval by the Secretary of De- 
fense, which regulations shall be uniform 
so far as is practicable. For Army per- 
sonnel it is intended that the combat pay 
will be confined to infantry and armored 
regiments and units in a combat role of di- 
rect support such as combat engineers, 
artillery, chemical mortar and reconnaissance 
units, all of which are necessarily in for- 
ward areas of exposure. The eligibility 
criteria, as it affects Army personnel, 
definitely restricts eligibility for combat pay 
benefits to those individuals who are actually 
in the front lines and who thereby suffer 
the greatest casualties and hardships. It has 
not been uncommon in Korea for artillery 
units to engage in hand-to-hand combat with 
the enemy, although normally, heavy artil- 
lery supports an action from rear areas and 
would not be included in combat pay. Like- 
wise, transportation, quartermaster, engi- 
neer and other ‘service’ units normally would 
not be included in the term ‘direct support 
units.” 

“‘However, the proposed legislation is not 
intended to restrict eligibility to any par- 
ticular branch or service. On the contrary, 
any individual, whether Army, Navy, Air 
Force or Marines, who meets the criteria 
will be eligible to receive combat pay. It 
is only reasonable that the eligibility must be 
somewhat elastic in order to cope with the 
numerous and sudden changes of battle con- 
ditions and requirements. 

“The proposed legislation would be effec- 
tive from and after June 27, 1950, and the 
measure has been made retroactive to that 
date in order to make eligible for its bene- 
fits those individuals who, since that time, 
have suffered casualties and have endured 
hardships such as seldom have been experi- 
enced by our fighting forces. It is believed 
that to adopt an effective date other than 
June 27, 1950, would create gross inequities 
and would engender a very genuine morale 
problem; there would be a definite discrimi- 
nation against the thousands of casualties 
who have necessarily been removed from the 
combat zone. 

“Appropriate regulations will implement 
the proposal by defining not only combat 
duty, but also the qualifying conditions un- 
der which members of the armed forces may 
be awarded combat pay. 

“Six days in any one month has been pro- 
posed as a minimum time in combat in order 
to qualify for combat pay. Such a provision 
will disqualify temporary visitors to the 
front but will allow inclusion of personnel 
engaged in special operations such as raids 
in enemy territory or clearing out guerrillas, 
which missions involve extreme danger and 
hardship. The recent communist offensive in 
Korea is illustrative of the manner in which 
our units can suffer great casualties in a 
comparatively short time. 

“Individuals who are otherwise qualified, 
who are injured as a direct result of enemy 
action, regardless of time in combat, will 
under this proposal receive combat pay. 

“The special pay benefits proposed by this 
measure, together with the justification 
therefor, have been given previous considera- 
tion by the Congress and by experienced 
persons who have made intensive study of 
the subject. The Hook Commission gave 
studied thought to the question of special 
pays and in the discussion thereof, to be 
found on page 24 of its December, 1948, Re- 
port, among other things the Commission 
said: 

‘In time of war, hazard may exist in 
specified fields or operations or it may be 
too widespread to justify or permit identifica- 
tion. Activities deemed extra hazardous dur- 
ing peacetime may remain so during hostili- 
ties but for different reasons: other assign- 
ments, such as those executed by combat 
infantry, may become exceptionally dan- 
gerous * * * 

‘“** * * The Commission believes that 
individuals engaged in all of these functions 
merit special pay, although not at the same 
rate, and urges continuing study of the prob- 
lem so that, with the consent of Congress, 
additional pay be granted to activities which 
may gain features constituting unusual haz- 
ard or risk.’ The Commission recommended: 

‘**The President should be authorized to 
eliminate, in time of war, all hazard- 
incentive pay or to declare as hazardous 
either conditions of service or areas of un- 
usual danger in order to equalize pay treat- 
ment for hazardous duty. In this latter case, 
personnel serving under such conditions or 
in such areas should then be entitled to 
hazard-incentive pay for actual time thus 
served.’ 

“*H.R, 2553, which was introduced by Mr. 
Kilday on February 9, 1949, seemingly 
adopted such recommendation because sub- 
section 204(d) thereof reads: 





“**(d) The President may, in time of war, 
suspend the payment of special pay for the 
performance of any or all hazardous duty 
or may prescribe that members of the uni- 
formed services entitled to basic pay who 
are performing duties, other than those pre- 
scribed in subsection (a) of this section, in 
certain areas or under certain conditions 
which involve more than ordinary military 
risk or danger shall in addition to basic pay, 
be entitled to receive special pay for haz- 
ardous duty at rates not to exceed those 
prescribed in either subsection (b) of this 
section or at rates not to exceed those pre- 
scribed in subsection (c) of this section, as 
may be determined by the President, in 
accordance with the pay grade to which 
assigned or in which distributed for basic pay 
purposes or their ranks or grades, as the 
case may be.’ The subsection just quoted 
is consonant with the recommendation of the 
Hook Commission. 

“The report of hearings on H.R. 2553, 
which were held before the Committee on 
Armed Services, House of Representatives, 
81st Congress, is most pertinent. It was the 
evident belief of the members of that Com- 
mittee that the authority vested in the Presi- 
dent by section 204(d) of the bill should be 
confined to the Presidential authority to 
suspend the payment of special pay for the 
performance of any or all hazardous duty in 
time of war. Honorable Carl Vinson, Chair- 
man, said: 

“**Let the President have the right to 
suspend it, but let Congress determine 
whether it should be extended or broadened’ 
(p. 1622), and again: 

“**T would like to suggest for the con- 
sideration of the committee and the offi- 
cers present that after the word ‘‘duty’’ in 
line 12, that we put a period and strike the 
rest of it out. It would then read: ‘‘the 
President may, in time of war, suspend the 
payment of special pay for the performance 
of any or all hazardous duty.’’ Strike the 
balance out, and if Congress wants to do 
anything about it, Congress can take it up.’ 
(p. 1623). 

“Of equal importance is H. R. 5007, a 
similar bill which was introduced by Mr. 
Kilday on June 6, 1949, subsection 204 (d) 
of which is almost identical with subsection 
204 (d) of H. R. 2553. Again, it is signifi- 
cant to read the report of hearings thereon 
before the Committee on Armed Services, 
United States Senate, commencing on page 
222. Honorable Millard R. Tydings, Chair- 
man, said: 

“**What do you think about that? I rather 
question whether we ought to allow the 
President to do that. I would think it would 
be a tormenting power myself. The agitation 
in wartime would revolve around the White 
House rather than around Congress.’ 

“Senator Saltonstall subsequently said: 

“* “We have just started. At the top of page 
20 there is a provision which, after we have 
enumerated these categories in which hazard- 
ous duty and incentive pay are provided, it 
gives the President authority in time of war 
to include any other groups that he may 
deem wise. We are sort of veering to the 
point that this ought to be taken out. If 
we include other groups, we ought to do it 
by legislation, Certainly, Admiral and Gen- 
eral (reference to Admiral Fechteler and 
General Dahlquist), if there was a case made 
out in time of war, we would be very quick 
to take cognizance of it and legislate on it.’ 

“It is believed that the Department of De- 
fense, in submitting the instant proposal, is 
adhering to the intent of the Congress and 
of the Hook Commission and is following the 
legislative procedure that has been suggested 
by the Congress in order to equalize pay 
treatment among personnel who are actually 
engaged in operations against enemy forces. 

“Legislative References: H.R. 9182 and 
H.R. 9204 were introduced in the 81st Con- 
gress and were designed to accomplish the 
basic principle sought by this proposed legis- 
lation. However, no action has been taken 
by the 81st Congress with respect to H.R. 
9182 and H.R. 9204. H.R. 261 and 568, which 
have been introduced in the 82d Congress, are 
respectively identical with H.R. 9182 and 
H.R. 9204. 

“Cost and Budget Data: The Department 
of the Army estimates that the benefits of 
this measure extended to Army personnel 
will cost approximately $800,000 per month 
for each division in combat. This estimate 
is based primarily upon figures reflected in 
combat criteria in World War II but it is be- 
lieved that similar data to be reflected by 
the Korean situation will not materially alter 
such estimate. 

“The Department of the Navy estimates 
that this measure will cost each month the 
following amounts for the following vessel 
units: 

Aircraft Carrier (CV) .. . $104,000 

Aircraft Carrier Air Group 5,000 


Battleship (BB) ........... 109,300 
Heavy Cruiser (CA) 68,000 
Light Cruiser (CL) .. 54,250 
Destroyer (DD) ... ‘ 15,700 
Landing Ship, Tank (LST 5,100 
Attack Transport (APA) 20,700 
Attack Cargo (AKA) ..... 17,050 


“The Department of the Air Force esti- 
mates that this legislation will cost each 
month the following amounts for the follow- 


| ing units: 


“Light Bombardment Wing (war-time 


strength). $147,950. 


“Jet Fighter Wing 
$110,550. 

‘“‘The United States Marine Corps estimates 
that this legislation for one war-strength 
Marine Corps Division for one month wil] 
cost $1,171,100. This figure includes the cost 
of Navy personnel assigned to such Divi- 
sion, $56,930. 

“When eligibility criteria is applied by 
way of approved regulation to each of the 
Services, it may be that units, or parts 
thereof, as listed by the Services in the fore- 
going paragraphs, will not be qualified to 
receive combat pay. For this reason it would 
be impracticable, if not impossible, to fore 
cast at this time an over-all cost figure for 
all Services. 

“‘Department of Defense Action Agency: 
The Department of the Army has been 
designated as the representative of the De 
partment of Defense for this legislation.

J40 Passes Ground Tests 


“The most powerful turbo-jet engine 12 
the world, as far as known, has completed 
successfully its ground qualification 
tests,” the Navy announced on 24 Jan.
